The Senate unanimously 
firmed today President Truman's 
momination of Gen. George C. 
Marshall to succeed James F. 
Byrnes as Secretary of State. 
The Senate acted within 55 
minutes after the nomination of 


the wartime Army Chief of Staff 
Was sent to Capitol Hill by the 
President, who accepted Byrnes’s 
resignation last night with re- 


gret. 
Both/ diplomatic and  con- 


rm leaders agreed that 
1 will “carry on” with the 
task of constructing world peace 
where Byrnes leaves off. It was 
considered certain that he would 
indorse and support Byrnes'’s for- 
eign policy, including the “firm” 
stand toward Russia, as Byrnes’s

Confirmation was by unanimous 
consent, without even a voice vote, 
after Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, chairman of the For- 
eign Relations Committee, had 
submitted the committee’s recom- 
mendation for approval. The com- 
mittee earlier had given its ap- 
proval to the nomination in a 
brief 12-minute session.

BYRNES SAID JOB 
WAS LIKE ‘GOING TO 
HELL FOR PLEASURE’ 


Retiring Secretary Disliked 
His Cabinet Post, but Was 
Happy as Senator, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (UP)— 
James F. Byrnes has only sym- 
pathy for any man who is Secre- 
tary of State, 

_gaighteen months ago he was 
the -happiest man in the world 
when he was appointed to that 
top cabinet position. He wanted it. 

Today his sentiments about the 
job, often expressed in recent 
months, are these: 


“Any man who would want to 
be Secretary of State would go to 
hell for pleasure.” 

He felt almost the same way 
about the Supreme Court. About 
the only placehe really was happy 
was on Capitol Hill, as a Senator. 
His talents for bringing people 
with conflicting views together in 
compromise were at their best 
in the Senate. 

It was learned from Byrnes’s 
friends that he has suffered from 
what doctors described as a card- 
jac condition since last April, but 
has improved since then. Byrnes 
received reports from his latest 
X-ray examination this morning.

VANDENBERG SAYS 
2-PARTY FOREIGN 
POLICY CONTINUE 


Lauds Byrnes as ‘Able 
and Effective,’ Declares 
Marshall Has Confi- 
dence of Americans, - 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (UP)— 
Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg, 
(Rep.), Michigan, Republican for- 
eign policy spokesman, today 
promised his party’s continued 
support of a bipartisan foreign 
policy under Gen, George C. Mar- 


shall, new Secretary of State. 

Vandenberg stepped down from 
the rostrum, where he presides as 
Senate president pro tem, to laud 
retiring Secretary James fF. 
Byrnes’s service. 

Vandenberg said the Senate 
should make it perfectly clear im-’ 
mediately that there will be no 
interruption in this country’s un- 
ity. : 

“The bipartisan foreign policy 
will be continued,” hes aid. 

Vandenberg, who stood at 
Byrnes’s shoulder at the United 
Nations and foreign ministers 
conferences, said Byrnes has been 
an “able, courageous and effective 
Secretary of State in the finest 
American tradition.” He lauded

Discussing labor problems only 
briefly in his 7000-word message, 
the Governor, nevertheless, was di- 
rect in his recommendations.

While the Governor did not 
elaborate on this statement in his 
message, his position on strikes, 
is understood to have had spe- 
cial reference to the _ recently 
threatened Union Electric strike 
in St. Louis and the organization 
of a policeman’s union in St. Louis, 
which he has vigorously opposed. 

In approving legislation which 
will enable Missouri to obtain 
maximum benefits from federal 
flood control plans for the Mis- 
souri river basin, the Governor 
cautioned against approval of 
projects in Missour! which would 
entail damages greater than their 
possible benefits to the state. 

He recalled that he had refused 
state approval for four dams in 
the federal program and had ap- 
proved one. He urged careful study 
of the report of the committee 
which made a survey of the Ten- 
nessee river valley and the Mis- 
souri river valley.

An ordinance has been prepared 
to give the city plan official sta- 
tus, so that municipal improve- 
ments can be required to conform 
to it, Mayor Aloys P, Kaufmann 
has disclosed, . 

The Mayor spoke at the annual 
banquet of the St, Louis Real Es- 
tate Board at Hote] Jefferson last 


night, urging support of the of- 
ficial plan. He disclosed that a 
comprehensive new city plan has 
been prepared by the City Plan 
Commission, which will be made 
public as soon ag it can be printed. 
A comprehensive plan would cover 
the various major phases of phys- 
ical development of the city. 

“An ordinance has been drawn,” 
the Mayor said, “to give this great 
blueprint for St. Louis’s future 
meaning and force. Without the 
implementation of law, it would 
be but a book gathering dust on 
the shelves and a series of pretty 
but useless maps hanging on the 
wall. The Board of Aldermen will 
be asked to give earnest attention

q ence of all public 
works, street ‘widenings, zoning 
and similar matters to the com- 
prehensive plan for conformation. 
It is our present plan to have this 
bill introduced into the board be- 
fore this month is out.” 

Nature of Plans Not Given. 

The Mayor did not disclose the 
nature of the various plans includ- 
ed in the new comprehensive plan. 
The work of the officially created 
plan commission, extending over 
the last 30 years, has never here- 
tofore had official status—that is, 
there never has been any require- 
ment for the various departments 
of the city government to adhere 
to the general character of the 
plan. Nationally, there has been 
a growing trend towards giving 
city plans official status, with pro- 
vision for the municipal authori- 
ties to override the plan on occa- 
sion after due reference to the 
planning agency. 

In the past, principal opposition 
to modernization of the zoning 
plan here has come from real 
estate interests, 

‘I commend this measure to 
your support,” Mayor Kaufmann

Gen. Marshall Not a Hero to Wife, 
But Is a Great Man, She Says

HONOLULU, T. H., Jan. 8 — 
“Whatever the General does, I 
will do.” There was just a trace 
\of wistfulness in white-haired 
Katherine Tupper Marshall's re- 
mark. Her husband, Gen. George 
C. Marshall, is the new Secretary 
of State and the peace and quiet 
of the Virginia farm to which 
they longed to retire at the end 
of the war is even farther away 
than ever. 

“That's my favorite picture of 
him,” Mrs, Marshall said, looking 
at the newspaper which an- 
nounced her husband’s new job. 
“It was taken at the beginning 
of the war and his face looks so 
serene and unworried, He hasn't 
looked that way since.” 

Mrs. Marshall declined to com- 
ment on the General's new assign- 
ment, She said: “I'd rather not 
say anything until he gets here.”

Gen. Marshall is on his way to 
Hawaii from China. He will rest 
here for several days before pro- 
ceeding to Washington. His wife, 
who is a sinus sufferer, came here 
several weeks ago to escape the 
cold and dampness of the Chinese 
winter. 

Mrs. Marshall said she wrote 
her recently published book “To- 
gether,” the story of her life with 
the General to “show what kind 
of man he really is. So few people. 
know him as a human being. He 
is not over-modest, or retiring, as 
many people seem to think,

ties, but this knowledge is tem- 
pered with a humility and self- 
lessness that I think is found in 
few great men,” she added. 

“Does that sound like hero wor- 
ship on the part of an adoring 
wife? Well, I don’t consider him 
a hero—he wouldn't like it if I 
did—but I do consider him a

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SUPREME COURT JUSTICES 
LUNCH OFF TRAYS IN STRIKE 


Cafeteria Workers’ Walkout Shuts 

15 of 50 Lunchrooms; Others 

Cut Down Meals. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (UP)— 
The Supreme Court justices today 
ordered their, lunches brought in 
on trays from outside as the gov- 
ernment building cafeteria strike 
continued. 


The strike started yesterday 
when the private operators of the 
eating places refused to extend 
the old contract while a new one 
was negotiated. It closed 15 of 
the 50 lunchrooms which normally 
serve 130,000 government workers. 
Places not closed served skimpy 
meals, 


Supreme Court justices usually 
dine in a private room on food 
from the cafeteria in the build- 
ing. Members of the CIO Cafe- 
teria Workers picketed the Su- 
preme Court, Treasury Depart- 
mént,.-and other buildings in an 
attempt to prevent employment of 
replacements.

YANKS-LEFT ONLY 29 BRITISH 
BRIDES STRANDED IN NEW YORK 


NEW YORK, Jan. 8 (UP)—Of 
the 42,000 British war brides who 
have arrived to join their hus- 
bands in the United States, only 
29 were left stranded in New York 
by husbands who changed their 
minds, authorities said today. 

Daniel Green, administrator of 
social services for the Red Cross, 
said if there were hundreds of 
British war briaes “stranded and 
living in squalor in New York, 
awaiting passage back to Great 
Britain,” as charged in the London 
Daily Mail, his organization cer- 
tainly knew nothing about it. 

Green said that there were not 
more than “nine or 10” war brides 
in New York now waiting to 


return to England. 


TRUMAN ORDERS AGENCIES 
TO QUIT GRABBING FOR FUNDS 


Officials Told to Support ‘Only the Presi- 
dent’s Estimates’ in Budget Hearings and 
Talks With Congressmen. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP)— 
President Truman has cracked 
down on administration officials 
trying to wangle larger funds 
from Congress than the White 
House asked for. 

In an unusual memorandum 
Truman directed the Budget Bu- 
reau to tell his subordinates that 
they must: 

1, Stop “seizing upon any op- 
portunity which presents itself 
to indicate an opinion, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, that my 

(budget) estimates are insuffi- 
ent.” 

2. “Support only the Presi- 
dent’s estimates in hearings and 
discussions with members of 
Congress.” 

A leading Republican Congress- 
man who obtained a copy of the 
memorandum and made it avail- 
able today to a reporter said that 
in his view the second point might 
be construed as instructions to op- 
pose any congressional effort to 
trim appropriation requests. 

Budget Message Friday. 

Forecasts of the 1948 budget 
message scheduled to go to Con- 
gress Friday have centered around 
a 37 billion dollar figure, com- 
pared with Republican contentions 
that Government outlays in the 
year beginning next July 1 should 
be held close to 30 billion dollars. 

As word of the directive spread 
on Capitol Hill, Congressrfhen said 
the only recent case of any sim- 
ilarity they could recall was Tru- 
man’s instructions to Navy offi- 
cers at the height of the Army- 
Navy merger fight last year. 

At that time he told the Navy 
to refrain from any public cam- 


paign against unification, although 
he added that officers were free 
to express their own views before 
congressional committees. 

Text of Directive. 


The text of the White House 
budget directive, dated last Nov. 
15, follows: 

“T have noticed that on several 
occasions certain department and 
agency officials have shown a 
tendency to seek from Congress 
larger appropriations than were 
contemplated in official budget 
estimates. 

“The estimates which I trans- 
mit to Congress reflect a balanced 
program for the executive branch 
as a whole, and each individual es- 
timate is considered in the light 
of this program, its relationship to 
other estimates, and the fiscal pro- 
gram of the Government. While 
agency witnesses before congres- 
sional committees must feel free 
to supply facts in answer to ques- 
tions of committee members, I 
cannot condone the practice of 
seizing upon any opportunity 
which presents itself to indicate 
an opinion, either directly or in- 
directly, that my estimates are in- 
sufficient,

BALL OFFERS BILL 
TO OUTLAW UNION 
SECURITY PACTS 


Would Bar Making Mem- 
bership or Non-Mem- 
bership a Condition of 
Employment. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP)— 
Senator Ball (Rep.), Minnesota, 
today introduced legislation to bar 


all labor contracts which make 
either membership or non-mem- 
bership in a union a condition of 
employment, 

The bill would outlaw: 

1. Closed shop contracts. These 
require a worker to join a union 
before he can* be hired. 

2. Union shop agreements. Un- 
der these an employer may hire 
a non-union man, but he must 
join within a certain period. 

3. Maintenance of membership 
contracts. Under such contracts, 
no one ie compelled to join a 
union, but those who do join 
must maintain membership dur- 
ing the life of the contract, or 
lose their job. 

Ball’s bill also would specifically 
prohibit the so-called “‘yellow-dog”’ 
contract, under which employers 
make non-membership in a union 
a condition of employment. Such 
contracts already are barred under 
the ee Act of 1932. 
They also are classified as an “un- 
fair labor practice” under the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Act of 
1945. 

Ball said in a statement that 90 
days after enactment of his bill 
any person “thereafter entering

CEILINGS OFF TRANSIENT 
ROOMS IN HOTELS FEB, 15 


Order Also Applies to Motor 
Courts—Operators to Ad- 
just Rates. 
WASHINGTON, Jan, 8 (UP)— 


The Office of Temporary Controls 
today ordered ceilings removed 
from rents in transient rooms in 
hotels and motor courts on Feb. 


15. Maj. Gen, Philip B,. Fleming, 
OTC administrator, said rent con- 
trols would be retained on rooms 
available to weekly or monthly 
guests. 

Decontrol of transient rooms will 
go into effect as each hotel or 
motor court supplies OTC with a 
list of its permanent rooms. It was 
the Administration’s first major 
relaxation on the rent control 
front. President Truman, however, 
asked Congress today to continue 
general rent controls beyond the 
present June 30 expiration date. 

A spokesman for the American 
Hotel Association said the federal 
action would result in “hotel oper- 
ators adjusting guest room rates 
in direct relation to increased op- 
erating costs.” 


WHOLESALE PRICE OF POULTRY 
DROPS | TO 5 CENTS A POUND 


Retail 


Charges Expected By 

Dealers to Decline 
Later in Week. 

The wholesale price of poultry 
has dropped from 1 to 5 cents 
a pound, since yesterday. Re- 
tailers however, said the decrease 
would not be passed on to con- 
sumers until later in the week. 

Old roosters and leghorn stags, 
which formerly sold for 20 cents 
a pound, wholesale, are now of- 
fered for 19 cents a pound. Geese 
have dropped from 29 to 25 cents 
a pound, and young guineas have 
dropped from 40 to 35 cents. 

Other declines in price included 
young hen turkeys, which dropped 
from 34 to 30 cents a pound, old 
hen turkeys, from 27 to 25 cents: 
old tom turkeys from 18 to 17 
cents a pound; and old guineas 
“rom 20 to 18 cents. 


President’ s Diplomatic Reception 
Made a Joyous Party for Byrnes 


WASHINGTON Jan. 8 (AP)— 
James F.. Byrnes, who is stepping 
out as Secretary of State, said last 
night, “There are two happy days 


in the life of a man in public of- 
fice-—-the day he is elected,and the 
day he steps out.” 

He made the comment as he 
stood beaming among other cab- 
inet officers in the White House 
red room at the President’s diplo- 
matic reception. The _ reception, 
first diplomatic affair of the sort 
since before the war and easily the 
most brilliant and colorful func- 
tion of the resumed White House 
social entertaining, was a-twitter 
with the news that broke just be-

“Danger Signals” Ahead. 
The stand taken by the Presti- 
dent against any tax slices at 
this time was one of the major 
points of a short-range program 
presenetd in the economic report.

4. While some upward price 
and wage adjustments are neces- 
sary in coming months, they 
should be made only with a “dis- 
criminating regard” for indi- 
vidual situations throughout the 
economy.

The two biggest problems con- 
fronting the general-turned-diplo- 
mat are: 

1. How to deal with the Rus- 
sians in completing the structure

2. How to work with the new 
Republican Congress in the con- 
duct of foreign affairs. 

The diplomatic tasks confront- 
ing Marshall are enormous and 
in some instances urgent. 

In two months, according to 
present schedules, he will have 
to set out for Moscow to begin 
negotiating a German peace 
treaty with the Russian, British 
and French Foreign Ministers. 


Other Big Issues. 

Unless the Moscow meeting is 
delayed—should Marshall request 
more time to prepare for it—he 
must master in the meantime not 
only the fundamentals of the Ger- 
"Man problem but also other cur- 
rent thorny issues over Palestine, 
Argentina, Poland, Japan and the 
whole vast and immediate problem 
of American economic assistance 
in the reconstruction of Europe. 

If he shares retiring Secretary 
of State James F. Byrnes’s known 
views on the subject of military 
support of foreign policy, he may 
also have the task of helping ‘per- 
suade Congress to provide ade- 
quate funds and manpower for 
land, sea and air forces adequate 
to back up American aims in the 
world. 

Of all the outstanding diplo- 
matic problems with which 
Byrnes has been concerned during 
his 18 arduous months in office, 
Marshall has been intimately ac- 
quainted recently only with the 
China scene, There, except for one 
brief period back in Washihgton, 
he has spent the last 13 months 
striving in vain to persuade the 
Nationalists and Communists to 
unite. 

Knows Russian Leaders. 

Marshall's work as Army Chief 
of Staff may stand him in good 
stead on both of his major prob- 
lems as Secretary of State. 

He came to know Russian lead- 
ers well during the Big Three 
meetings at Tehran, Yalta and 
Potsdam, and it is generally ac- 
cepted here that the American 
General and the Russians de- 
veloped considerable respect for 
each other. 

In the matter of Congressional] 
relations, few Army leaders in re- 
} cent times have won and held the 
confidence of Senators and Repre- 
sentatives as Marshall did when 
he was Chief of Staff. Since he 
worked so closely with Congress 
then, speculation is that he will 
make a determined effort to con- 
tinue the bipartisan approach to 
foreign policy which Byrnes 
achieved by working hand in glove 
with. Senators Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, and Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, the key members of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 


tee. 
Delegation May Be Key. 

The key to his approach to this 
problem may be found in his 
make-up of the American delega- 
tion to the Moscow meeting. 
Byrnes, on Dec. 17, said he in- 
tended to urge Connally and Van- 
denberg to acompany him. It re- 
mains to be seen whether Marshall 
will do what Byrnes intended to 
do. 

The Moscow meeting will pro- 
vide the first direct test of Mar- 
shall’s ability to deal with the 
Russians and of their reaction to 
him and his policies. In more 
than a year of struggle over the 
European satellite peace treaties— 
finally wound up in New York 
last month—Byrnes had developed 
toward the Russians what he 
called a “patient but firm” policy. 

Diplomats regard this as one of 
the factors which finally led to 
Soviet Foreign Minister Molotov’s 
concessions on many disputed 
points in the New York treaty- 
making sessions. The same kind 
of struggle may have to be gone 
through over the German treaty 
and after that the Japanese treaty.

Agreed to Stay On. 
When the treaties were not fin- 
ished in mid-1946, Byrnes agreed 
with Truman to see the job 
through. It was finished in early 
December and on Dec. 19 Byrnes 
restated his desire to quit effec- 
tive Jan. 10 or as soon as his suc- 
cessor was qualified. 
Accepting the resignation, the 
President gave his old friend a 
“well done” and “the thanks of 
the nation” for the achievements 
of his long public career. 
This had carried him through 
both branches of Congress, to the 
Supreme Court, into a wartime job 
as war mobilizer under the late 
President osevelt, and finally 
to the State Department. 
Marshall today was flying home 
from 13 arduous months in China, 
where he had been trying in vain 
to promote peace between the 
Nationalists and Communists, 

Due Home Next Week. 

Leaving Nanking last night 
about half an hour after word of 
his new assignment was released 
here, Marshall planned a three- 
day stop in Honolulu, where he 
will join Mrs. Marshall, then a 
flight to Washington late next 
week. 
At the White House today, Press 
Secretary Charles G. Ross revealed 
there had been an “understand- 
ing” between Truman and Mar- 
shall for some months before 
Byrnes resigned. This understand- 
ing was that if and when Byrnes 
should carry out his desire to 
leave, Marshall would become Sec- 
retary of State. 
Marshall, hailed as one of 
America’s military geniuses, was 
Truman’s pick to try to unsnarl 
the affairs of unhappy China, 
A shakeup in the State Depart- 
ment seemed likely to result from 
the third change of secretaries in 
two years, beginning with the 
resignation of Cordell Hull in No- 
vember 1944. However, this may 
be long delayed. 

First Big Task in March. 
Marshall’s first major task, all 
authorities agreed, will be to 
equip himself through intensive 
work over the next few weeks 
for the Big Four Foreign Min- 
isters meetings at Moscow March 
10 to begin work on the German 
and Austrian peace settlements. 
There was some speculation that 
when he does come to make 
appointments he will turn to some 
of hig wartime associates in the 
Army to fill key posts. On the 
other hand, as the first career 
Army officer ever to hold the 
State Department assignment the 
General may bend over backward 
to avoid any possible criticism 
that the Army was taking over 
foreign policy. 

Incidentally, one of Marshall’s 
longtime military associates, Lt. 
Gen. W. Bedell Smith, is now Am- 
bassador to Russia. In the early 
part of the war, Smith was secre-

tary of the Army General Staff 
In September 
1942, Smith became chief of staff 
to Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
He retained his Army rank when 
he embarked on his diplomatic 
mission to Moscow. 


Marshall may be compelled to 
fill a few jobs fairly soon.

“IT think it important the change 
should be made at this time. We 
have scheduled for March 10 the 
meeting at Moscow when work 
will be started upon the German 
treaty and the Austrian peace set- 
tlement. That work will continue 
for many months and the Secre- 
tary who undertakes the task. 
should be in office sufficiegtly far 
in advance of the conference to 
familiarize himself with the prob- 
lems, : 

“Therefore I ask that my resig- 
nation become effective Jan. 10 or 
as soon thereafter as my successor 
is appointed and qualified, I fix

“I repeat what I.said in my 
letter last April, that no man 
serving as Secretary of State 
could ask or receive greater sup- 
port and encouragement than you 
have given me.” 

Praise from Truman. 


The third letter which Ross gave 
out was from Truman to Byrnes 
accepting the resignation. It was 
dated yesterday, 

“Yours has been a steadying 
hand as you have met the diffi- 
cult problems which has arisen in 
such unvarying succession,” Tru- 
man told him, 

“For all that you did during the 
war, and in the making of the 
peace, you have earned the thanks 
of the nation. So I say: Well done, 
in the hope that we can continue 
to call upon you for the counsel 
which you can give out of so rich 
and varied an experience.” 

The announcement of Byrnes’s 
departure from the Government 
and the appointment of Marshall 
originally was scheduled for Fri- 
day. The President planned to 
make the announcement in per- 
son at a press conference.

Marshall Is First Career Soldier TRUMAN'S VIFWS. 


To Become Secretary of State 


Built Small U.S. Army to Force of 7,000,000 


Men — Has 


Respect of 


Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (UP)— 
Gen, George Catlett Marshall is 
the first professional soldier to 
become Secretary of State. 

Marshall, now 66 years old, 
guided the American Army 
through the greatest war in his- 
tory. He had the task of molding 
the small American Army into a 
colossus of 7,000,000 men, 

Marshall will retain his rank 
as five-star general. Under a 
special act of Congress, five-star 
generals and admirals do not re- 
tire but only revert to inactive 
status. 

Marshal! has the admiration and 
respect of Congressmen. When 
called before the Congressional 
Pearl Harbor Investigating Com- 
mittee and asked who was re- 
sponsible for failure of the Army’s 
Hawaiian command to be properly 
alerted when the Japanese struck, 
he answered: 

“There is no question about my 
responsibility as chief of staff.” 

The General was the second 
non-West Point man to become 
Chief of Staff. He was graduated 
from Virginia Military Institute 
and his first regular Army service 
was in the Philippines in 1902, 

As a staff officer in World War 
I, he attracted the attention of 
Gen. John J. Pershing. To this 
day, their ties of friendship forged 
in 1918 are as strong as ever. 

Gen, Pershing in World War I 
called Marshall “America’s finest 
soldier.” His top feat during that 
war was the transfer of 600,000 
troops and 27,000 guns from St. 
Mihiel to the Meuse-Argonne front 
without being detected by the Ger- 
mans, 

He was chosen aide-de-camp to 
Gen. Pershing in 1920 and served 
four years in Washington, then 
a three-year hitch in China and 
in 1927 became an instructor in 
the Army war college. 

The late President Roosevelt 
jumped Marshall over 34 officers 
to make him Chief of Staff in 
1939. By the time the war clouds 
rolled across the United States, 
he had the nucleus of a good fight- 
ing outfit ready. 

Marshall is still lean and hard. 
He’s quick of speech and is an 


earnest and convincing talker. He 
is said to have a memory like that 
of the proverbial elephant. 
He likes campfire suppers, 
van music, 

He is a thorough, painstaking 
man. He once read through 5,000,- 
000 words of House and Senate 
military affairs committee records 
to familiarize himself with his job 
as chief of staff. 

He is a great-grand nephew of 
Chief Justice John Marshall. He 
was. born in Uniontown, 
where his father 
perous coal dealer.

Mayor Says Report on 


Federal Hindering of 


Development Is ‘Shock- 
ing and Illuminating to 
All St. Louisans.’ 


The Municipal Airport Commis- 
sion will meet at 11:30 a.m. tomor- 
row to plan “immediate and ap- 
propriate action” aimed at regain- 
ing areas of Lambert-St. Louis 
Field now occupied by Federal 
agencies. 

The meeting was called by 
Chairman Milton M. Kinsey at the 
direction of Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann, who requested prompt ac- 
tion on the report of the commis- 
sion’s specia] committee. The re- 
port accused the Federal Govern- 
ment of needlessly hindering de- 
velopment of the airport by reten- 
tion of large areas urgently 
needed by the city. 

The Mayor termed the report 
“shocking but illuminating to all 
St. Louisans” and announced he 


will back the committee which 
formulated it “to the limit.” He 
added that the Governmental Re- 
search Institute will be asked to 
lend its facilities to the commit- 
tee, and that St. Louis Congress- 
men and Missouri Senators are 
being kept informed of develop- 
ments in the city’s fight to get the 
Federal agencies out of the air- 
port area. 

Representative Walter C. Ploeser 
of St. Louis appealed yesterday to 
President Truman to help in set- 
tling the airport problem. He 
made public a copy of a letter to 
the President in which he asserted: 

“Due to useless delay brought 
about by deliberate procrastina- 
tion and vacillation upon the part 
of the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation and the War Assets 
_Administration; and due to stub- 
‘born usurpation on the part of the 
Navy Department; and a ridicu- 
‘“Jous and unfair assumption of 
property rights on the part of the 
War Department, I am compelled 
to lay the case before you per- 
sonally.” 

Ploeser told the President “it is 
within your power to direct that 
justice be done in this situation. 
For months we have tried reason, 
without success.” 

To a reporter in Washington 
Ploeser said: “We don’t control 
our own airport. It has been the 
typical Washington runaround, 
the typical arrogance of a bu- 
reaucracy.” 

Ploeser has been allotted 30 
minutes of the floor of the House 
tomorrow and plans to review the 
whole situation. 

Representative Frank M. Kar- 
aten of St. Louis said the commit- 
tee’s position appeared to be jus- 
tified and he will work for an 
equitable settlement protecting 
the city’s interests. Representa- 
tive Claude I. Bakewell of St. 
Louis said he would issue a state- 
ment later. 

The committee report cited, 
among other things, the Navy's 
refusal to-abandon the Naval Air 
Station and rejection of the city’s 
bid for the old Curtiss-Wright 
Corp. plant. It estimated the Fed- 
eral Government owes the city at 
least $6,514,210 for use of the air- 
port and installations there since 


1940. 


MEATCUTTERS’ STRIKE ENDED 
WITH $9 WEEKLY PAY BOOST 


The strike of 45 AFL meatcut- 
ters at nine wholesale meat dis- 
tributing companies in St. Louis 
was settled today, with the grant- 
ing of a $9-a-week wage increase, 
Nick Blassie, president of Meat- 
cutters Local 88, announced. The 
agreement between employers and 
the union specifies there is to be 
no increase in meat prices as a re- 
s:lt of the wage rise, Blassie 
stated. 

Under the settlement the pay 
of the meatcutters involved was 
raised to $67 a week and of fore- 
men to $74, retroactive to Dec. 16, 
Blassie said. Employers previous- 
ly offered to settle for an increase 
of $5. and contended that an un- 
derstanding should have been 
reached yesterday to collect retro- 
active pay. The strike was called 
yesterday following this tempor- 
ary disagreement.

SURPLUS IS CHIEF PROBLEM 


Veterans’ Bonus and Teachers’ Pay Among 


Other fssues Before Members Still 
Weary From Two-Year Session.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 8— 
The Missour: Legislature  con- 
vened at noon today for its sixty- 
fourth biennial session. 

Wearied as legislators. by the 
nearly two-year session, which 
ended only two weeks ago, most 
of the older members are hopeful 
that the business of this session 
can be completed in five or six 
months, and a recess taken until 
early next year, when unfinished 
business can be taken up. There 
will be en effort to limit legisla- 
tion to only the most important 
matters. 

The state treasury surplus of 
about $35,000,000, accumulated 
through unusually high sales and 
income tax collections, is the chief 
worry of the members. They have 
already received information of 
many demands for parts of this 
fund, most of them having merit, 
but the fund is insufficient to 
meet all of them by many mil- 
lions of dollars. 

Discussions among more influ- 
ential legislators have led to wide- 
ly divergent views as to what 
should be done with the money. 
Lewis H. Wallace, who will be 
chairman of the House Appropri- 
ations Committee, is inclined to 
the belief that the fund should 
be held virtually intact as a back- 
log to tide the state over lean 
years of tax collections which may 
come. 

There is a strong sentiment in 
the Senate, supported in the main 
by Senator R. Jasper Smith, Re- 
publican floon, leader, that the 
money should be used for con- 
struction at state eleemosynary 
and penal institutions, instead of 
floating a bond issue to provide 
the much needed expansions and 
improvements. 


Bid of School Teachers. 


It is the expectation that the 
public school teachers will make a 
vigorous fight for at least $15,- 
000,000 for salary bonuses, $5,000,- 
000 for last year and $5,000,000 for. 
each of the next two years. There 
is no more effective lobby at the 
capitol than that of the teachers, 
but both Senate and House lead- 
ers say they will oppose the pro- 
gram of the Teachers’ Association. 
The legislators admit that 
higher salaries should be paid to 
teachers in many of the counties, 
but take the position that direct 
appropriations from the _ state 
treasury in addition to the regular 
allotment of one third of the gen- 
eral revenuc collections would 
mean the establishment of a dan- 
gerous precedent. 

It is their theory that ultimately 
it would mean that many rural 
communities would cease collect- 
ing school taxes locally and that 
the whole burden of the public 
schools system would be thrown 
on the state. There is some sup- 
port for a change in the school 
laws to increase the state guar- 
antee of $750 per teacher unit to 
$1000. 

Strong resistance to proposals 
for the payment of a soldier's 
bonus from the surplus funds and 
from general revenues of the state 
is developing, and the indications 
now are that any bonus proposal 
which may get through the Legis- 
lature will be in the form of a 
bond issue amendment to the Con- 
stitution to be voted on by the 
people. Bonus proposals which 


Speaker Murray Thompson 
takes the position that if a sol- 
diers’ bonus amendment is sub- 
mitted to the voters it should 
clearly set out the exact increase 
in taxation which will be neces- 
sary to meet its cost, “Too many 
bond issues are submitted with- 
out disclosing how much it will 
cost the people to pay them,” he 
said. “If the people know all the 
facts and bonds are voted for a 
specific purpose, there could be 
no complaint.” 

The principal officers were 
chosen in caucuses of the Republi- 
can members several weeks ago, 
and there remained only their for- 
mal election when the Legisla- 
ture convened. Lt. Gov. Davis is 
presiding officer of the Senate by 
virtue of his office. Senator M., C, 
Matthes of Hillsboro was re- 
elected president pro tem and Sen- 
ator R. Jasper Smith Republican 
Floor Leader.

In the House, Representative 
Murray E. Thompson of Marsh- 
field was chosen speaker, Repre- 
sentative Joe H. Miller of Carroll- 
ton, speaker pro tem, and Repre- 
sentative R. J. King of St. Clair, 
majority floor leader. 


There is one vacancy in the 
Senate, the Twenty-ninth District 
seat in St. Louis, which must be 
filled at a special election to be 
called by the Governor, This was 
brought about through a peculiar 
chain of circumstances. 


The state was redistricted in 
October 1945, district lines and 
numbers being changed. Under the 
law Senators in the even num- 
bered districts were elected last 
November, while Senators in odd 
numbered districts held over an- 
other two years. Senator Milton 
F, Napier, who had been eected 
to fill a vacancy in the Twenty- 
ninth District and thus had two 
years to serve, resided within the 
new Second District, in which a 
Senator was to be elected last No- 
vember for a four-year term. 

Napier filed for the Second Dis- 
trict four-year term without re- 
signing his Twenty-ninth District 
seat, and was elected. He held on 
to his oid seat until this morning, 
sending his resignation to Gov. 
Donnelly shortly before the time 
for him to take his seat as 
Second District Senator. 

This enabled him to draw his 
salary without interruption, but it 
leaves St. Louis with only six 
Senators instead of seven until an 
election can be called in the 
Twenty-ninth District, which will 
be at least a month. 

William R. Clay (Rep.), of Kan- 
sas City, defeated candidate for 
Representative in the November 
general election, filed notice with 
the House today of a contest of 
the re-election of Representative 
Joseph M, Tanner (Dem.), of Kan- 
sas City. 

Clay, who already has filed a 
contest in Jackson county circuit 
court, asked the House to refuse 
to accept Tanner’s: election cre- 
dentials or to permit him to take 
his seat pending disposition of the 
contest.

JFILIBUSTER HINT 


AGAINST MOVE 10 
STOP SUCH ACTION 


Five Senators 
Drive to Force Curb on 
Debates by Majority, 
Not Two-Thirds. 


Begin 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP)— 
Five Senators began an anti-fili- 
buster drive today with strong 


prospects that it will carry to the 
Senate floor and provoke historic 
debate—perhaps a filibuster. 

Senator Knowland (Rep.), Cal- 
ifornia, who with Senator Fer- 
guson (Rep.), Michigan, intro- 
duced one of three proposals to 
smash the rule protecting un- 
limited debate, said ‘he thinks 
there is “a good chance” that the 
Rules Committee will give the 
Senate a chance to*act on a 
change. Knowland is a member 
of the committee. 

Other similar proposals have 
been put forward by Senator Sal- 
tonstall (Rep.), Massachusetts and 
by Senatofs Morse (Rep.), Ore- 
gon and Taylor (Dem.), Idaho. 
All three pending resolutions are 
designed to knock out the rule by 
which Senate debate now can be 
limited only by two-thirds vote 
and substitute a provision that a 
simple majority could apply a 
limitation. The House has had’ 
such a rule for years, 

Southern Democrats declared 
immediate and outright opposi- 
tion, 

Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, 
said there may have been “re- 
grettableé abuses” of unlimited de- 
bate in the past but they have 
been “preferable to closing de- 
bate in the only deliberative legis- 
lative body left in which it (de- 
bate) can prevent basically unwise 
legislation.” 

A Midwest Republican, Senator 
Hickenlooper of Iowa, counseled 
“extra caution” in handling the 
problem. Also a member of the 
Rules’ Committee which will pass 
on all three proposals, Hicken- 
looper said he is neither for nor 
against their objectives at this 
time. However, he observed that 
“a majority now can always stop 
a filibuster within a very short 
time if it is willing to do it.” 

Knowland, contending that a 
change in the cloture rule “is 
essential for good legislative prac- 
tice,” told a reporter: “I have 
never felt that a small group had 
the right to block the Senate 
from functioning.”

Koenig told reporters 
he would appear before the judges 
at their meeting tomorrow and 
request he be permitted to re- 
main permanently, “at least as 
a deputy clerk.” He said he was 
not interested in the job of chief 
deputy. 

Koenig was rehired by Schuler 
a year ago after his return from 
military service. A former tavern 
operator, he was linked with Al- 
bert Fein in a whisky ring. His 
voting rights later were restored 
under a presidential proclamation 
granting full pardons to former 
federal prisoners who had served 
meritoriously in the armed forces,

But America was not built on 
feer.

The job at hand today is to 
see that America is not ravaged 
by recurring depressions and

We have experienced amazing 
technological progress in agri- 
cylture and further progress is 
to be expected. This progress 
necessitates adjustments in 
farming, adjustments in the 
processing and manufacture of 
foods and clothing, and in the 
process of distribution. 
American agriculture suffered a 

severe depression in the years fol- 
lowifig the first world war. This 
situation was generally recognized 
by all groups. It resulted in 
large-scale governmental  pro- 
grams to help the farmer get in- 
comes more nearly in line with 
the incomes of other groups. 

The long range agricultural 
policy of the Government should 
be aimed at preserving the fam- 
ily-sized farm and preventing 
another agricultural depression 
as we go through the readjust- 
ments following the second 
world war. It should help to see 
that farmers’ incomes do not 
fall below those earned by other 
comparable productive groups. 
This should involve the least 
possible interference in the man- 
agement of actual farming op- 
erations. It should be accom- 
plished without use of subsidies 
so far as feasible. We should 
seek to make it possible for 
farmers to earn good incomes 
through their own efforts. 

Above all, the long range agri- 


We must honor the Govern- 
ment’s commitment to support 
farm product prices during the 
period of readjustment to a 
stabilized peacetime basis. How- 
ever, experience within the past 
year has demonstrated, on a 
small scale, some of the dangers 
that may result from holding 
the support level for any com- 
modity too high. This only leads 
to maladjus:‘ments within agri- 
culture, to the wastage of food, 
and to unnecessarily large Gov- 
ernment expense, 


The Government’s long range 
program to support farm in- 
comes at reasonable levels must 
be kept flexible. It* should be 
designed to encourage adjust- 
ments of production in line with 
the capacity of markets to take 
products at a price remunera- 
tive to efficient farming. It 
should promote well-managed 
use of our vast resources of 
farm land, machinery, and agri- 
cultural labor in such ways as to 
be profitable to farmers and of 
maximum benefit to the publio 
as a wuole, 


The standard of living on 
farms depends on more than the 
amount of money income fre- 
ceived by farmers. Farm com- 
munities have never received 
comparable treatment with cities 
in such matters as education, 
housing, medical care, health, 
nutrition and social security.

works.

There are valid reasons why 
public works cannot accomplish 
as much toward stabilization as 
sOme have supposed, In the 
event of severe ployment, 
they cannot be generated in suf- 
ficient volume to avoid supple- 
mentation by other means, In a 
period of mild recession, they 
cannot be generated on time to 
be fully effective. If the tempo

4. PROMOTING WELFARE, 
HEALTH AND SECURITY 


There are certain programs of 
government which have come to 
be looked upon as “welfare pro- 
grams” in a narrow sense. This 
has placed them in an insulated 
compartment. They have not 
been sufficiently related to the 
needs of the economy as a whole. 
In fact, they are a part of the 
problem of maximum employment, 
production, and purchasing power. 

The employment act presents 
the opportunity to abandon this 
insulation, and to put these pro- 
grams back in the economic set- 
ting from which they must draw 
their sustenance. 

Unemployment insurance is 
designed to take care of the 
unemployed as a matter of right 


rather than of charity, but it 
also provides purchasing power 
as a cushion against recessions, 
and its tax features are of gen- 
eral economic significance... Re 
tirement and pension systems 
exist to take care of workers 
who have given of their years 
in factory, field, or office. 

But these systems, both on the 
income and outgo side, have a 
profound effect upon volumes of 
purchasing power, and the re- 
tirement age needs to be ad- 
justed to the size and composi- 
tion of our labor force and the 
trend of improved technologies. 
Health insurance relates clearly 
to the efficiency of workers and 
thus to the productivity of in-

We need to 
rebuild crop lands, grazing areas 
and forests. Future programs of 
resource and industrial develop- 
ment should be prepared so that 
we can move ahead rapidly at the 
appropriate time. 

Even under today’s full em- 
ployment conditions, there are a 
few chronically depressed areas, 
and some areas left stranded by 
the interplay of nationwide 
forces, and our Government has 
the responsibility of assisting 
these communities in developing 
ways and means of improving 
their positions. The Council of 
Economic Advisers will give par- 
ticular attention to these prob- 
lems. 

FEDERAL-AID PROGRAMS— 
The Federal Government. is en- 
gaged in several programs of 
grants-in-aid to state and local 
governments involving large 
amounts of money. Further pro- 
grams are planned. These pro- 
grams, particularly those related 
to health and education, public 
works, and road and airport con- 
struction, contribute greatly to- 
ward bringing all sections of the 
country up to the levels of pro- 
ductivity consistent with Ameri- 
can standards of living. 


I have asked the Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers to co-operate with 
the Bureau of the Budget and 
other federal agencies concerned, 
and with state and local advisory 
committees, to undertake a study 
of federal grants to state and local 
governments to determine to what 
extent revised standards for the 
distribution of these grants may 
take into account more fully the! 


ing demands and job opportunti- 
ties of the machine age — or, 
some day, of the atomic age. 

The total amounts of public out- 
lays for these and other purposes 
need to be measured against the 
total size of our economy—its 
wealth and resources today, and 
the trends and policies which 
shape its future. Many of these 
programs have been born of a 
depression psychology. They have 
proceeded from the assumption 
that our enterprise system will 
necessarily fail to employ given 
numbers of people from time to 
time, and that these other pro- 
grams must be brought forward 
to prime the pump or fill in the 
gaps. Here, too, we need a re 
statement. We should regard them 
rather as an inescapable obliga- 
tion of an enlightened people, and 
we should expand them as our 
resources permit, 

Various Plans Interrelated. 
The relationship between these 
welfare programs and general 


security and political and eco- 
nomic freedom, a -country in 
which the rewards we enjoy can 
be doubled within the life span of 
many of those now living. 


SUMMARY OF ECONOMIC CON- 
DITIONS AND TRENDS. 
On the plus side of the eco- 
nomic ledger we possess a fabu- 
lous wealth of resources. Our 
industrial plant is larger and, in 
many cases, better than ever be 
fore. Funds for business expan- 
sion are ample and profit incen- 
tives are high in most lines. Our 
labor force has greatly increased 
its number of semi-skilled and 
skilled workers. The spending 
power of consumers, as a whole, 


is much higher than it ever | 


as many articles of food, cloth- 
ing, house furnishings and build- 
ing materials, whose prices have 
risen out of line. If business 
makes reductions in a 
timely and orderly way, it will 
help sustain markets rather than 
destroy them. 

Farmers must’ realize that last 
year’s exceptional farm prices 
will fall somewhat as world food 
supplies increase and as consum- 
ers find a more ample supply 
of durable goods to purchase. 
Existing price supports afford 
protection against a severe price 
decline. 

Labor, on its part, must rec- 
ognize that high volume at low ° 
costs and low prices requires 
high productivity and the ab- 
sence of restrictions on produc- 
tion. For its own advantage as 
well as that of the country at 
large, labor should refrain from 
demands for excessive wage in- 
creases that would require price 
increases or would prevent price 
reductions that are necessary to 
sel] the capacity output of the 
product, 

Management in turn should 
recognize that increased produc- 
tivity permits wage increases in 
some cases as well as price re- 
ductions; and that wages and 
salaries need to be raised where 
they have lagged substantially 
behind the increase in living 
costs in the past few years or 
‘where they are substandard. 

But just as there can be no 
universal or uniform rule to 
govern price reductions, so there 
can be no uniform rule relating 
to wages. Both price adjust- 
ments and wage adjustments are 
necessary in tho ensuing months. 
Wage adjustments, like price 
adjustments, need to be made 
with a discriminating regard for 
individual situations throughout 
the economy. 

The Government can help in 
several ways to maintain a bal- 
ance between prices and wages. 
Procurement agencies will avoid 
policies that stimulate price in- 


* 


“maximum production” in the em- 
ployment act applies to the farm 
as well as to the factory. This 
basic policy is inconsistent with a 
policy of production restriction, 
though we must take a realistic 
view of the proportion that agri- 
culture as a whole bears to the 
economy and also of the relative 
amount of effort devoted to the 
several lines of production. Our 
domestic capacity to absorb the 
products of our farms—if farmers 
are encouraged to turn their pro- 
ductive efforts in the right direc- 
tions—will be enormous as we get 
nearer to solving the problems of 
sustained employment and high 
purchasing power. How much of 
an export surplus from the United 
States the markets of the world 
will be able to absorb will depend 
in part on our international eco- 
nomic policies, notably as to in- 
dustrial imports and overseas in- 
vestments, 

. Agricultural production increased 
more than 30 per cent during the 
war, Technological improvements 
in farming and in food distribution 
would make it possible not only to 
continue this high rate of produc- 
tion; but also to increase it sub- 
stantially during the next few 
years, 

High Food Consumption. 

The high rate of agricultural 
production during and since the 
war has been supported by un- 
usually high rates. of food and 
fiber consumption. For the satis- 
factory solution of our agricul- 
tural problems during the next 
several years it is essential that 
we maintain these high rates of 
consumption, or even increase 
them. This ig desirable not only 
from the farmer’s point of view, 
but from the point of view of 
American diets and standards of 
living. 


The Congress has recently au- 
thorized a permanent school 
lunch program in co-operation ‘ 
with the states, I hope this pro- 
gram will be expanded until we 
are sure that every American 


At the lowest cost levels fore- 
seeable this year, one miillion 
additional housing units will 
approximate an investment of 6 

billion dollars during 1947. 

As shortages of materials and 
manpower disa- ear, the main 
threat to a high volume of housing 
is the high level of current hous- 
ing prices relative to the volume 
of consumer income, 

To reduce the cost of housing 
on all fronts and by all desirable 
methods, we must as 
promptly as possible a long range 
housing program, Such a program 
can stimulate large investments 
in land acquisition and prepara- 
tion for development. It can start 
the flow of new types of private 
investment irto housing ventures. 
It can bring the traditional home- 
building industry into rental hous- 
ing as well. 

No subject has received more 
protracted study by the Congress 
leading to more uniform con- 
clusions. Nonpartisan housing 
legislation was introduced in the 
Seventy-ninth Congress and passed 
the Senate by a large majority. 

On several occasions, I have 
urged enactment of this program 
which was developed within the 
Congress itself. I again urge 
enactment of this program at the 
earliest possible moment, 


4. TAXATION 


Expert and lay opinion is in 
agreement on the rule of sound 
public finance that calls for a 
surplus in government revenues 
over expenditures while employ- 
ment is high and the total of in- 
come is large. In the present 
economic situation, it is clear 
that it would be unsound fiscal 
policy to reduce taxes. 

Everyone is agreed that the 
tax burden is great and should 
be reduced as soon as possible. 
When reductions come, it will 
be important that they be fairly 
and equitably distributed, that 
they contribute to the mainte- 
nance of purchasing power by re- 
ducing the burden on the mass 


needed to fortify the basic struc- 
ture of the American economy be- 
fore the transformation’from war 
and reconversion to a high-con- 
sumption peacetime economy is 
completed. We are still at the 
threshold in formulating a pro- 
gram. of consistent policies de- 
signed to give business, agricul- 
ture, and labor the opportunities 
which are envisaged in the em- 
ployment act. 

A long range program designed 
to strengthen the structure of the 
American economy should include 
policies toward: 

1, Efficient utilization of the 
labor force; 

2. Maximum utilization of pro- 
ductive resources; 

8. Encouragement of free com- 
petitive enterprise; 

4, Promoting welfare, health 
and security; 

5. Co-operation in  interna- 
tional econemic relations; 

6. Combatting economic fluc- 
tuations. 

1, EFFICIENT UTILIZATION 
OF THE LABOR FORCE. 

The nation’s labor force is its 
greatest productive asset. Pru- 
dent use of our human resources 
requires a working population not 
only large and well-trained, but 
enjoying high American stand- 
ards of health, education, secur- 
ity and personal and political free- 
dom. 

We must develop and utilize 
fully the skills of our labor force. 
We must improve productive effi- 
ciency through industrial-training 
and counseling focused on employ- 
ment opportunities in various oc- 
cupations, industries and local- 
ities. I am directing the federal 
agencies concerned to initiate a 
study of these programs, in co- 
operation with state and local au- 
thorities, in order.to improve such 
training and services and _ to 
remedy inconsistencies and gaps. 

Job Service Standards, 

The return of the employment 
service to state administration 
should not result in ats disintegra- 


vance preparations are made 
through the completion of plans, 
the acquisition of sites, and the 
accumulation of funds, there will 
be an inevitable time lag be- 
tween calling the emergency pro- 
gram into operation and the em- 
ployment of men on the job. 


These comments are substan- 
tiated by experience. The chief 
lesson to be learned is that no 
one device constitutes an ade- 
quate safeguard against reces- 
sion or an adequate fighting ap- 
paratus against depression. All 
useful devices need to be thought 
through in advance and blended 
into a consistent program. 


Instead of regarding public 
works as the first and foremost 
device to restore our whole econ- 
omy when it sags, we should 
attempt to stabilize public works | 
construction according to our ae 


before the war. Consumer desires 
are fortified by a backlog of un- 
siatisfied wants, particularly for 
housing, commercial construction, 
automobiles, household appliances, 
furnishings and other durable 
goods. 

There are long-deferred and 
needed public works — federal, 
state, and local. There is a stron 
and sustained foreign demand. 
More than that, we can be opti- 
mistic about the desire to buy, 
because of the higher standards 
of living which almost all of our 
people have recently enjoyed and 
whieh they do not want to forego. 

While these favorable factors 
in our economic situation are 
fundamental, it is more practical 
and profitable to examine weak- 
nesses that need corrections than 
to congratulate ourselves upon the 
blessings which we already enjoy. 

1. Chief among the unfavor- 
able factors is the marked de- 
cline in real purchasing power 
of great numbers of consumers, 
resulting from the large price 
increases in the second half of 
last year. Maximum production 
and employment this year would 
yield a substantial increase in 
the available supply of consum- 
er goods and services, especial- 
ly in the area of durable goods.

World Trade Charter. 

The International Monetary 
Fund, designed to stabilize ex- 
change rates, and the International 
Bank for Reconstruction and De- 
velopment, set up to facilitate the 
international flow of capital, have 
already started to operate.

I recommend that the Con- 
gress amend the social-security 
laws to extend the benefits of 
old-age and survivors’ insurance 
to the occupational groups now 
excluded, and to include under 
unemployment compensation the 
employes of all establishments, 
regardiess of size, in the indus- 
tries now covered by the un- 
employment compensation tax 
act.

While we compensate workers

“Joss of earnings from temporary 
or permanent disability, nor 
against the costs of medical care.

There is an urgent need to 
spread the risks arising from 
sickness and disability by insuring 
workers against the loss of in- 
come and by providing, through 
social insurance, ready access to 
essential preventive and curative 
medical services. I have, in a 
previous message, presented re- 
commendations for a program of 
medical care and disability bene- 
fits.

I have outlined are designed to}.

in some cases ag well as price re- 
ductions, and that wages need to 
be raised where they have lagged 
substantially behind the increase 
in living costs in the last few 
years, or where they are sub- 
standard. He stressed that there 
can be no uniform rule, however, 
for governing price reductions or 
wage increases. 

The President’s recommenda- 
tions on wages and prices seemed 
to back up, in part, the findings 
of Economist Robert R. NatAan 
in his survey for the Congress of 
Industrial Organizations, Nathan 
contended that wages could be 
raised without any increase in 
prices, and here Truman went one 
atep further in calling for price 
reductions. But Truman differed 
radically from Nathan in warning 
against “excessive” wage demands 
and in calling for oe 
in particular cases, as Warranted, 
whereas the Nathan report saw 
justification for an over all, na- 
tional wage hike. The position of 
the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, in the wage-price con- 
troversy, is that any national wage 
increase would necessarily lead to 
further spiraling of prices. 

In his long-range set of recom- 
mendations the President called 
for strengthening the industrial 
training of the nation’s labor 
force, with a more integrated in- 
terstate system for giving out job 
information; increased utilization 
of productive resources, including 
preservation of the family-type 
farm and stabilization of a public 
works construction program ac- 
cording to long-term needs; legis- 
lation for a uniform patent poli- 
cy; increased appropriations for 
enforcement of existing anti-trust 
laws and extension of the Clayton 
Act to bar mergers by the acquisi- 
tian of assets (as well as by stock 
control), and increased aids to 
small business. 

Welfare Program Extension, 

He also proposed broad prog- 
ress in the field of welfare, 
health and security, characteriz- 
ing such benefits the working- 
man's “rights” ratner than char- 
itable outlays. 

“Many of these programs,” said 
the report, “have been born of a 
depression psychology. They have 
proceeded from the assumption 
that our enterprise system will 
necessarily fail to employ given 
mumbers of people from time to 
time, and that these other pro- 
grams must be brought forward 
to prime the pump or fill in the 
gaps. 

“Here, too, we need a restate- 
ment. We should regard them 
rather as an inescapable obliga- 
tion of an enlightened people, and 
we should expand them as our 
resources permit.” 

As he had before, Truman called 
for health insurance legislation, ex- 
panded programs of public health 
centers, nutrition programs and 
educational facilities, an increase 
in the amount and duration of un- 
employment benefits, and amend- 
ment of the social-security laws 
to extend the benefits of old-age 
and surivors’ insyrance to groups 
now excluded. or the first time 
he urged that a part of the social 
security system be financed out 
of the general Government budget, 
as well as by employer and em- 
ploye contributions as now prac- 
ticed. 

On the subject of foreign trade, 
the President said the administra- 
tion does not contemplate any in- 
discriminate reduction of import 
barriers, but he emphasized the 
continuing need for imports “not 
only to add richness and variety 
to our standard of living but also 
as a means of conserving strategic 
materials.” He spoke of the forma- 
tion of the internationa] monetary 
fund, the International Bank and 
* the International Trade Organiza- 
tion as pointing the way to a high 
level of international trade. 
Advantage of Tariff Concessions. 

“The willingness of many other 
countries to enter the proposed 
trade organization,” said Truman, 
“will depend to a great extent on 
our attitude in connection with the 
reciprocal tariff negotiations sched- 
uled for this year. 

“In return for our own tariff 
concessions, we can hope to secure 
not only reductions of foreign 
tariffs and discriminations, but 
- also elimination of a mass of re- 
strictions—in particular rigid im- 
port quotas preventing our access 
to foreign markets. Thus we 
should press forward with our pro- 
gram to secure the reciprocal re- 
duction of trade barriers.” 

Sale of United States goods and 
services abroad in 1945, he pointed 
out, amounted to about 15 billion 
dollars. 

The President disclosed that he 
has directed the Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers, which assisted him 
in drafting the economic report, 
to join other governmental agen- 
cies in making a study of the vari- 
ous devices “that may become nec- 
essary” to stabilize the economy at 
its present high level. 

Among these “devices,” said 
Truman, are a well integrated 
program of employment stabiliza- 
tion; improvements in the process 
by which workers find jobs and 
employers find workers; improve- 
ments in the tax structure; wise 
management of the public debt, 
and a flexible credit policy. For- 
tunately, he added, the nation has 
the time in which to make such 
plans deliberately and wisely. 

A significant part of the report 
dealt with future policy on a pub- 
lic works program, touched on 
‘above. Truman rejected the idea 
of a makeshift eae Sgt 
works plan to fill the labor gap 
in recessions and depressions. 

Public Works and Stability. 

In recent years, he declared, 
there has been an overemphasis 
on the prospects of stabilizing the 
whole economy through the bold 
use of public works, but there are 
valid reasons why public works 
cannot accomplish as much toward 
gtabilization as has been supposed. 

“In the event of severe unem- 
ployment,” he continued, “they 
cannot be generated in sufficient 
volume to avoid supplementation 
by other means. In a period of 
mild recession, they cannot be gen- 
erated on time to be fully ef- 
fective.” 

Instead of looking on public 


|'works as the first and foremost 
device for restoring the economy 
when it sags, said the President, 
public construction projects should 
be stabilized according to long- 
range needs. He did not, however, 
rule out the use of such projects 
as “sustaining factors” in reces- 
sions or depressions. “The very 
procedure necessary for long-term 
regularized expenditure,” he ex- 
plained, “will pave the way fer 
more effective emergency use 
than in the past.” 

@ page summary of “eco- 
nomic conditions and trends,” 
the report found that while gen- 
eral economic factors are highly 
encouraging, the following un- 
favorable elements cloud the 
crystal ball: (1) a marked de- 
cline in the real purchasing 
power of great numbers of Ccon- 
sumers, resulting from large 
price increases in the. last six 
months; (2) if price and wage 
adjustments are not made soon, 
there is danger that consumer 
buying will falter, orders to man- 
ufacturers will decline, produc- 
tion will drop and unemployment 
will grow; (3) maximum employ- 
ment goals might be threatened 
this year or soon thereafter if 
industrial construction slackens, 
prices for residential construc- 
tion remain high and income of 
laborers and white-collar work- 
ers relatively low; and (4) labor- 
management strife remains a 
possibility, and if it develops it 
would directly interfere with 
production and employment. 


Swift Change-Over. 


In a review of the year 1946, 
the report pointed out that civil- 
ian employment approached 58,- 
000,000 last year, the highest level 
in the country’s history—10,000,- 
000 more than in 1940 and several 
million higher than the wartime 
peak. Less than a year and a 
half after VJ-day, more than 10,- 
000,000 demobilized veterans and 
other millions of wartime work- 
ers had found employment “in 
the swiftest and most gigantic 
change-over that any nation has 
ever made from war to peace,” it 
was said, 


2,000,000 persons actively are seek- 
ing work, described as “close to 
the minimum unavoidable in a 
free economy of great mobility 
such as ours.” 

Production in the second half of 
1946 reached a higher rate than 
in any peacetime year; people 
were supplied with more goods 
and services than ever before. 
This indicates, said the report, 
that when all of the ‘nation’s re- 
sources are fully mobilized for 
peacetime pursuits, “the whole 
American pegple will be able. to 
enjoy a standard of living far sur- 


known.” 

But a central problem for pri- 
vate enterprise apd the Govern- 
ment is the job of adjusting in- 
comes and prices to provide pur- 
chasing power adequate to 
sustained maximum production in 


emphasized. ‘The rise in prices in 
the latter half of last year greatly 
reduced the purchasing power of 
a large majority of people. While 
some

The average increase in whole-

The new price control law 
made control unworkable, and “it 
was the advice by late fall of 


my cabinet that general price con- 
trol be dropped.” Two things 
happened immediately, he went 
on, Prices rose sharply. Goods

Between June and December 
last year wholesale prices jumped 
an additional 24 per cent, while 
the consumer price index climbed 
15 per cent, he continued. Be- 
tween July 1945 and July 1946 
the average wage-rate increase 
in manufacturing industries was 
about 10 per cent but the Presi- 
dent said nearly half of this was 
offset by reductions in overtime 
and similar factors. Because of

To attempt to meet this problem 
through wage increases alone, said 
Truman, would threaten curtail- 
ments of production and wage- 
price spirals. Furthermore’ the 
groups of wage earners whose pur- 
chasing power has been most 
reduced are the very ones likely 
to participate least In wage in- 
creases, Therefore, said the report. 
our economic objectives cannot be 
met solely by wage hikes; the 
major solution lies in reducing 
prices. Neither price nor wage ad- 
justments, it said, should be made 
on an overall national basis. 
Despite the high rate of savings 
during the war, it is unsafe to 
assume that most American fami- 
lies still have enough savings on 
hand to supplement current in- 
come for any considerable length 


of time, the report asserted. It 
said that recent surveys indicated 
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24 per cent of American families 
held no war bonds or bank ac- 
counts in 1945, and 29 per cent had 
less than $500 of savings in bonds 
or banks. 

In order to keep buying and 
thus sustain production, consum- 
ers are confronted with the alter- 
natives of dipping into their sav- 
ings or using credit facilities, said 
the report. Both alternatives would 
lead to dangerous results in due 
time; thus reduction of prices is 
the soundest incentive for con- 
tinued purchasing of commodities. 

The price problem in housing, it 
said, is even more serious than in 
other lines because the gap be- 
tween consumer income and hous- 
ing prices is so great, “While ma- 
terial prices may fall substantially 
this year,” it said, “the gap will 
still remain dangerously high, 
especially for the lower. income 
groups.” 

“The job at hand today,” said 
the President in summation, “is to 
see to it that America is not 
ravaged by recurring depressions 
and long periods of unemployment, 
but that instead we build an econ- 
omy so. fruitful, so dynamic, so 
progressive that each citizen can 
count upon opportunity and se- 
curity for himself and his family. 


“I believe that the American 
people have the wisdom and the 
will to use our abundant resources 
so that all may prosper. I reject, 
and I know the American people 
reject the notion that we must 
have another depression. I am not 
referring to minor detours and 
bumps in the road ahead—these 
we know we shall have. I am re- 
ferring to economic collapse and 
stagnation such as started in 


1929. This need not happen again, 
and must not happen again.” 

The economic report will be re- 
ferred by Congress to its Joint 
Committee on the Economic Re- 
port, which must present its cor- 
related recommendations to both 
houses by Feb, 1.

This fund, with an anticipated 
general revenue fund balance of 
$14,679,572.19 at the beginning of 
the next fiscal year, July 1, 
represents a state surplus of 
$35,850,071.86 nearly $15,000,000 
less than the $50,000,000 surplus 
which has been estimated here- 
tofore. 

The Governor announced serious 
opposition to dissipation of the 
postwar fund. “I recommend that 
the General Assembly resist all 
efforts to raid this surplus fund,” 
he said, “It should be preserved 
as a sacred trust against the day 
of need and the unforseen emer- 
gencies of the future.” 
| Separate from these _ general 
revenue balances, the Governor 
said that $39,250,000 of federal 
funds was available for match- 
ing by the state for highway con- 
struction. This will be possible, 
he said, through the fact that 
there was an accumulation of 
state road funds during the war, 
when highway construction was 
reduced to a minimum. 

He recommended the construc- 
tion of two state buildings in Jef- 
ferson City, one an office build- 
ing to house state departments 
now in rented buildings, and a 
memorial armory building to 
house the state military depart- 
ment and provide a museum for 
mementos of wars in which Mis- 
sourians have been engaged. 

He urged appropriations to be- 
gin the $5,000,000 ten-year buildirig 
|program for the Missouri State 
School at Marshall, in which 
feeble minded children are cared 
for, which was recommended by 
a commission which made a study 
of the institution. It now has more 
than 800 children on the waiting

| Although recognizing that new 


‘buildings are needed at the state 
hospitals, which house more than 
(11,000 mental patients, the Gover- 
‘nor suggested that a re-study be 
‘made of the hospital needs. As a 
'means of curbing the practice of 
many counties in sending indigent 
aged persons to the state hospitals 
} who are not actually mental cases, 
he urged that the legislature in- 
crease the charge per patient for 
the counties from $6 a month to 
$25: The average cost per capita 
of caring for patients in the hos- 
pitals is between $27 and $30 a 
month.

He urged changes in the laws 
‘governing the handling of juvenile 
offenders in state institutions. He

Thomas J. Watson, With 
$425,548, Has Top In- 
dividual Earnings in 
Partial List for ’44. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP)— 
The film industry got its usual top 
billing today on a Treasury list of 


122 leading money-makers of 1944 
and of business fiscal years end- 
ing in 1945. 

Movie people held more than 
one gut of every four spots on an 


incomplete list of those earning 
more than $75,000. The comedy 
* ‘team of Bud Abbott and Lou Cos- 
- tello led the list. They took in 
$469,170 jointly—$234,585 each if 
they split it evenly. 

Hollywood had eight of the 12 
persons on the list who received 
more than $200,000. Top individual 
money-earner was a business man, 
Thomas J. Watson of New York, 
president of International Busi- 
ness Machines Corp. Watson's 
gross was $425,548. 

His income, however, was far 
less than that of Leo McCarey, 
movie producer and director 
- whose $1,113,035 earnings were set 
out in an earlier listing of 593 
_ persons. Still unreported and pre- 
sumably slated for a later list 
was Louis B. Mayer, movie pro- 
ducer, who led the list for seven 
consecutive years. Mayer’s 1943 
earnings were $908,000. 

The listings cover only compen- 
gation for personal services, ex- 
cluding income from investments 
or other sources. 

Second to Watson on the new 
list and leader among the women , 
for 1944 earnings thus far re- 
ported was Deanna Durbin, who 
got $310,728 singing and acting in 
movies. Her husband, Felix Jack- 
son, a movie director, made the 
list with earnings of $114,875. 

The No. 3 individual spot, and 
last in the over-$300,000 bracket, 
went to Walter Wanger, Universal 
Pictures producer and husband of 
Movie Actress Joan Bennett, He 
took in $301,127. Fourth was 
Harry Cohn, president of Colum- 
bia Pictures, with $278,900. 

Tied for fifth were two execu- 
tives of the Andrew Jergens Co., 
Cincinnati, President Andrew Jer- 
gens and executive vice president 
Joseph D, Nelson drew $255,000 
each,

The first of a set of games that 
frequently has produced the sea- 
son's most exciting basketball in 
St. Louis will be played tonight 
when St. Louis University opposes 
the Washington U. Bears at the 
Billiken gymnasium.

Program Calling 


for Strict 


Amateurism Adopted by N.C.A.A. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 8 (UP)—The, National Collegiate Athletic As- 
sociation today voted adoption of a five-principle program to purify 
college sports with an added proviso for a boycott against institutions 
which do not conform to the strict amateur code, 


The five principlea§ adopted 
were: strict amateurism; insti- 
tutional control and responsibil- 
ity; sound academic standards; 
strict governing of financial aid 
to athletes; and tight supervision 
of recruiting. 

To enforce these principles the 
N.C.A.A. ultimately will compile 
a “black list” of institutions to be 
boycotted. 

The first four principles were 
adopted unanimously but news- 
paper men who inadvertently 
attended what was supposed to 
have been a closed meeting, heard 
much opposition over the fifth 
principle governing recruiting. 

The opposition, led by Southern 
schools, finally was voted down 
76 to 33. 

The recruiting provision reads: 

“No members of an athletic 
staff or other official representa- 
tives of athletic interests shall 
outside the boundary of his own 
campus, solicit the attendance at 
his institution of any prospective 
student: nor shall he whether on 
or off the campus be permitted to 
offer financial aid or equivalent 
inducements to any prospective 
student. 

“This principle shall not be con- 
strued as restricting the public 
appearance of a member of an 


athletic staff in the general in- 
terests of his institution, even 
though the occasions may be of 
an athletic nature.” 

Delegates voted to return to 
New York for their 1948 meeting. 
They also passed seven resolutions 
in executive session, including ap- 
proval of a $100,000 grant annually 
for two years to support a study 
of head and spinal injuries suf- 
“ered in football provided that ad- 
ditional financial support for the 
project is obtained, The study 
would concentrate special atten- 
tion on‘headgear construction,

For the good of all... 


A new year is here. Surely, in this year of opportunity, we can find a way—a fair 


way—to end the industrial unrest and conflict that hurts everyone. Selfish action, con- 
ceived in anger, will never help. Only devotion to the public good by all concerned 
. will bring peace and prosperity. In this spirit, the National Association of Manu- 


_ facturers offers the following program* for industrial harmony...for the good of all: 


To develop sound and friendly relations with employees, 
to minimize the number and extent of industrial disputes, 
and to assure more and better goods at lower prices to 
more people, American employers should see that their 


policies encourage: 
(a) High wages based on high productivity, with incentives 
to encourage superior performance and output; 


(b) Working conditions that safeguard the health, dignity 
and self-respect of the individual employee; 


(c) Employment that is stabilized to as great a degree as 
possible, through intelligent direction of all the factors that 
are under management’s control; | 


(d) A spirit of cooperation between employees and the 


management, through explanation to employees of the poli- 
cies, problems and prospects of the company. 


The right of employees to join or not to join a union should 
be protected by law. In exercising the ripht to organize in 
unions or the right not to organize, employees should be 
protected by law against coercion from any source. 


When the collective bargaining relationship has been estab- 
lished, both employers and employees, quite aside from their 
legal obligations and rights, should work sincerely to make 
such bargaining effective. Collective bargaining should be 
free from the abuses which now destroy its benefits. It is 
believed that the abuses of collective bargaining will grad- 
ually disappear if both management and labor will adhere 
to the following principles: 


1. The union as well as the employer should be obligated, 
by law, to bargain collectively in good faith, provided that 
a majority of the employees in the appropriate unit wish to 
be represented by the union. 


bi The union as well as the employer should be obligated, 
by law, to adhere to the terms of collective bargaining 
agreements. Collective bargaining agreements should pro- 
vide that disputes arising over the meaning or interpretation 
of a provision should be settled by peaceful procedures. 


3. Monopolistic practices in restraint of trade are inher- 
ently contrary to the public interest, and should be pro- 
hibited to labor unions as well as to employers. It is just as 
contrary to the public interest for a union or unions repre- 
senting the employees of two or more employers to take 
joint wage action or engage in other monopolistic practices 
as it is for two or more employers to take joint price action 
or engage in other monopolistic practices. 


A tts legitimate difference of opinion over wages, hours or 
working conditions cannot be reconciled through collective 
bargaining or mediation, employees should be free to strike 
where such strike is not in violation of an existing agree- 
ment. However, the protection of law should be exterided to 


strikers only when the majority of employees in the bargain- 
ing unit, by secret ballot under impartial supervision, have 
voted for a strike in preference to acceptance of the latest offer 
of the employer. Employees and employers should both be 
protected in their right to express their respective positions. 


5. No strike should have the protection of law if it involves 
issues which do not relate to wages, hours or working condi- 
tions, or demands which the employer is powerless to grant. 
Such issues and demands are involved in jurisdictional 
strikes, sympathy strikes, strikes against the government, 
strikes to force employers to ignore or violate the law, 
strikes to force recognition of an uncertified union, strikes 
to enforce featherbedding or other work-restrictive de- 


mands, or secondary boycotts. 


6. No individual should be deprived of his right to work 


‘at an available job, nor should anybody be permitted to 
harm or injure the employee, or his family, or his property, 


at home, at work or elsewhere. Mass picketing and any other 
form of coercion or intimidation should be prohibited. 


i Employers should not be required to bargain collective- 
ly with foremen or other representatives of management. 


8. No employee or prospective employee should be re- 
quired to join or to refrain from joining a union, or to main- 
tain or withdraw his membership in a union, as a condition 
of employment. Compulsory union membership and inter- 
ference with voluntary union membership both should be 
prohibited by law. 


9, Biased laws and biased administration of laws have 
made a contribution to current difficulties, and should be 
replaced with impartial administration of improved laws 
primarily designed to advance the interests of the whole 
public while still safeguarding the rights of all employees. 
The preservation of free collective bargaining demands that 
government intervention in labor disputes be reduced to an 
absolute minimum. The full extent of government partici- 
pation in labor disputes should be to make available com- 
petent and impartial conciliators. ’ 

Compulsory arbitration, in particular, is inconsistent with 
American ideals of individual freedom, and is bound to 
destroy genuine collective bargaining. 


10. All labor and related legislation should be consistent 
with the principles set forth above. Any existing statutes that 
are in violation of such principles should be brought into ac- 
cord with them through appropriate action by the Congress. 


We sincerely believe this program is a fair and practical plan for industrial peace.

Handful of Communists Dominate 
Romania Because They Are Ablest 
Of Nation's Postwar Politicians 


Opposition Unable to Offer Any Real Intel- 
lectual Competition — Premier Groza Re- 
garded as ‘Front Man,’ With Bodnaras and 


Ana Pauker Wielding the Power.

HE internal situation in Romania has many striking similarities 


with that in Hungary. This is 


particularly true in regard to the 


quality of domestic Communist leadership. Here, as at Budapest, 
it is generally admitted that the Communists possess by far the ablest 
politicians of the country’s postwar crop, 


In fact, the opposition’s spokes- 
men (men like George Bratianu 
and Juliv Maniu) are so dodder- 
ing amd “dated” they can scarcely 
offer anything resembling intellec- 
tua] competition. That explains in 
considerable measure why a hand- 
ful of top Romanian Communists 
dominate the government with 
such assurance. As yet there is 
mo such person here as an out- 
standing and dynamic champion 
of the western type democracy. 

It is impossible to assess future 
trends in rich and strategically 
important Romania without an 
initial understanding of the char- 
acter and ability of the local Com- 
munist leaders. Four of them 
overshadow all others and at least 
two have served long terms cf im- 
prisonment for their political con- 


victions. Three of the. four have 
lived in exile in the Soviet Union 
for several years. Accordingly 
they have éxceptional knowledge 
of the Soviet system and Soviet 
ideology. They are as confirmed 
believers in Soviet-Romanian co- 
Operation as they are in Marxism, 
which also accounts greatly for 
their strong position in Buchar- 
est's government. 


Bodnaras Rated as No. 1 Red, 


Of the four Communist chiefs 
Emil Bodnaras holds the most in- 
fiuential political post. Few Ro- 
manians regard Prime Minister 
Peter Groza as much more than) 
a “front man” who enjoys making 
speeches and taking the bows. As 
general secretary of the Prime 
Minister's office Bodnaras, who is 
also general secretary of the Ro- 
manian Communist party, is rated 
as the man behind the throne. He 
is credited with having the final | 
word on virtually all of the gov-' 
ernment’s decisions and with be- 
ing a prime shaper of Communist 
policies. 


Bodnaras, it is said, directed the 
clean-up of Romanian fascist of- 
ficials and those charged with | 
being subversive. Some observers 
insist that he personally approves, 
or sometimes writes, any notes 
addressed by the Foreign Minister 
to the British or American govern- 
ments. 


Bodnaras has a firm-jawed de- 
termined face with a high intelli- 
gent forehead. He is of middle- 
class, not proletarian, origin; was 
born in Bucovina of a Ruthenian 
father and German - descended 
mother; and gerved as an officer 
in the Romanian army until the 
mid-thirties. From Soviet Russia 
he directed the Communir, under- 
ground in Romania during the 
war. In July 1944, while the Ger- 
mans were still here, he returned 
secretly to Bucharest and organ- 
ized the resistance which led to 
the Nazis’ overthrow in late Au- 
gust. With this preparation Bod- 
maras knows the present-day Ro- 
Manian political] jungle from the 
ground up—and he knows equally 
well where he is going. 


Position of Ana Pauker. 


Alongside Bodnaras, and often 
rated as quite as important, stands 
the gray-maned and arresting fig- 
ure of Mme. Ana Pauker, Until 
here recent election as a member 
of Parliament she was unique in 
that she held no hich post in the 
government. At 52 this former 
school teacher has long been a 
foremost leader in the Romanian 
‘Communist party. 


An Allied official (by no means 
pro-Marxist) said to me: “I don’t 
think you can come away from a 
talk with Ana Pauker without ad- 
‘mmiring her, both for her intelli- 
Bence and her courage.” Other 
correspondents besides myself 
have found this to be true. 

Ana Pauker was first arrested 
in 1918 for printing a secret pam- 
phiet urging Romanians to seek 


In the 1930s her trfal aroused legal | 
support from many parts of EKu- 


rope, but she served nearly six 
years in solitary confinement—in 
conditions of filth and half-starva- 
tion. The sufferings of these years 
are still written in her face. 


The sincerity of her devotion to 
her political ideal cannot be doubt- 
ed. She combines a remarkably 
keen mind with an impassioned 
oratory. She is also said to “have 
the ear of Moscow” more than 
any other leader of Romania’s 
Communist party. 


Gheorghi Gheorghiu-Dej, present 
Minister of Communications, is an 
energetic, dark-eyed, attractive- 
mannered man of 46. To meet 
him you'd never guess he has spent 
10 years in prison and two more 
in war-time concentration camps. 
At 14 he was apprenticed as an 
electrician. He began reading 
Marx in German and was corivert- 
ed to Communism while in his 
teens. He also became a union 
organizer. Because he helped lead 
one of the largest strikes Rémania 
has known, he received a very 
severe jail sentence—and spent it, 
under miserable conditions, study- 
ing law, mathematics and the like. 
As a martyr Gheorghiu-Dej won an 
impressive following among Ro- 
manian workers, 


Ion Maurer Efficient. 


The Under Secretary of the Min- 
ister of Communications, Ion 
Maurer, is Romania’s fourth top 
Communist. His ministry is said 
to be the most efficiently operated 
in the Bucharest government 
(where many are not); and the 


reason given is that “Maurer really 


runs it.” Of Saxon descent, he 
has a pronounced Germanic talent 
for administration. When the 
Communist - dominated “Demo- 
cratic Bloc” government was 
formed, Maurer refused to become 
a minister—on the ground that 
you couldn't concern yourself with 
party speech-making and properly 
direct a governmental department 
at the same time. Since then 
Maurer has been busy proving his 
point. 

Maurer doesn't fit the popular 
American conception of a Commu- 
nist at all. When you meet him 
he would pass, in appearance, for 
an executive of any large corpora- 


‘tion. His dress and manners are 


in excellent taste. He has a fine 
mind, sharpened with Marxian 
logic. At the Paris peace confer- 
ence he made-a pronounced im- 
pression on western capitalists. 
Maurer, as did Bodnaras, came 
to Communism from a relatively 
privileged‘ place in society—and 
his ability is outstanding. 


Even this brief review of the 
four top Romanian Communists 
is sufficient to demonstrate that 
the brain-power and quality of 
leadership with which they spark- 
plug their party is quite unusual. 
The names of Bodnaras, Ana 
Pauker, Gheorghiu-Dej and 
Maurer will probably dominate in- 
ternal developments in Romania 
for the next decade or more. The 
degree to which Romanian Com- 
munists adhere to Moscow policies 


or adopt a considerably more pro- \ 
Romanian position will largely be 
argued out between them — for } 


there are real differences among 
Communists everywhere east of 
Vienna as to how far they should 
“go along with Moscow.” 


Finally. it is clear that Ro- 
manian Communists have an elite 
of leadership, and the strength of 
their elite goes far to compensate 
for the failure of the Marxist idea 
to win any large following as yet 
among the peasants who compose 
nearly 85 per cent of this coun- 
try’s population. The question 
therefore remains whether Ro- 
mania’s Communist “Big Four” 
will try to go too far too fast—or 
whether external situations and 
forces may push them to attempt 
it. But whatever the top Ro- 
manian Communists attempt by 
way of socialistic reform or com-

No Action Had Been, Expected for Several 
Years — Debate on Details of World-wide 
Program May Take Two Years. 


nation can arm in secret. 

The agreements at Lake. Suc- 
cess were @ surprise to most of 
the delegates. They had not been 
expected for at least another four 
years, Disarmament had long 


been mentioned as a peacetime 
goal, but it never got beyond the 
stage of being a hope, not even 
when 50 nations met at San Fran- 
cisco in 1945 to write the United 
Nations charter. San Francisco 
closed on the pious hope that dis- 
armament talks would begin in 
five years, maybe ten years. 
Nothing was done at the first 
meeting of the General Assembly 
in London which began on Jan. 
10, 1946. 

So it was a surprised roster of 
hotly debating delegates who sud- 
denly found themselves rolling 
down hill at Lake Success, tan- 
gied in a growing snowball of 
disarmament talk, 

The question has three phases: 
(1) What .was pledged at Lake 
Success? (2) What work is ahead? 
and (3) How it will be done? 
What Assembly Agreed On. 
This is what the assembly did: 
The delegates agreed on prin- 
ciples. That is, they agreed that 
any disarmament program must 
include both regulation and re- 
duction of armies and weapons. 
Talk of troops must include men 
under arms anywhere: at home, 
in former enemy territory (such 
as the Balkans) and in friendly 
areas (such as China and Greece). 
Most importantly, the nations 
agreed that an international in- 
spection system must be set up, 
whereby a commission, made up 
of men from many countries, will

The final 
agreement will take the form of 
a treaty which the 55 governments 
will be asked to ratify.

Debate at the recent Lake Suc- 
cess meeting made it clear that 
no nation will be naive enough 
again to disarm alone; that dis- 
armament must progress at the 
same rate among all nations. 

Further, the United States in- 
sists on adoption of its plan for 
control‘ of atomic energy, under 
which this nation will keep its 
secrets until it is certain of an 
international control system over 
the use of uranium and thorium.

Written as the result of a long 
investigation by a subcommittee 
headed by Representative Durham

lation is designed to give enlisted 
personnel the “break” which the 
Durham committee said G.Ls 
need, 
It would: 

1. Enlarge the judge advocate 
general's office and give it more 
authority. 

2. Open court-martial proceed- 
ings to the public and to mili- 
tary personnel. 

3. Permit enlisted men to 
serve on military courts in 
cases involving enlisted person- 
nel, 

4. Remove the present manda- 
tory death sentence for rape and 
permit courts to use their dis- 
cretion in fixing the punishment. 

Committee members said the 
changes would overcome the ma- 
jor criticisms leveled by the Dur- 
har group in an earlier report. 

That document, approved by the 
now merged military committee, 
chargec that court-martial pro- 
ceedings often were used to en- 
force discipline rather than jus- 
tice and frequently resulted in 
more severe punishment for en- 
listed men than for officers. 

The new armed services commit- 
tee is expected to hold early hear- 
ings on the measure.

' Feis'’s account. of the rubber 
crisis reads like a nightmare. Feis 
and a small group of other Gov- 
ernment servants began to urge 
that the United States stockpile 
rubber as early as 1934, but, for 
the most part, they were laughed 
at for their pains. Even when 
others began to take the Axis and 
the war danger seriously, they 
usually did too little about rubber, 
and did that little too late. 

Almost everybody did what he 
thought would best serve his own 
immediate interests. 

The rubber monopoly tried to 
cut production, instead of increas- 
ing it, in an attempt’ to make 
greater profits. The United States 
demanded that the monopoly pro- 
duce more rubber, but refused to 
accept any obligation to buy the 
excess, or to take any of the other 
risks until it was almost too late. 
Officials shilly-shallied to an al- 
most unbelievable extent even 
when they finally did get author- 
ity to buy rubber, , 


Autos Burned Up Supply. 


Automobile owners in this coun- 
try bought up, and burned up on 
the roads, a large part of such 
rubber as the Government did ac- 
quire, 

Feis gives the booby prize for 
lack of initiative to Jesse L. Jones. 
At the time of the last desperate 
attempts to stockpile = rubber, 
Jones was director of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, 
Federal Loan Administrator and 
chairman of the executive com- 
mittee of the Export-Import Bank. 
He controlled the Government 
credit needed to finance the rub- 
ber program. He controlled it so 
tightly that he almost blocked the 
whole program, as Feis tells the 
story. 

No substantial progress had 
been made in accumulating rub- 


ber up to the spring of 1940, when

the Germans overran western 
Europe. President Roosevelt, 
therefore, approved a new plan, 
the latest of many, for building up 
a stockpile. Under this plan, the 
RFC was to make refunds avail- 
able to United States rubber man- 
ufacturers to finance the purchase 
of surplus stock. The State De- 
partment was to negotiate the 
purchases through the British 
Government, 


Conference With Jones. 

Feis says he went immediately 
to Jones to talk over “what new 
legal authority might be needed 
and what types of agreement had 
to be negotiated.” 


“An immediate positive proposal 
was essential if tonnage was not 
to be lost,” Feis says, but Jones 
was less excited about the situa- 
tion than Feis was. 

Here is what Feis says hap- 
pened: 

The Federal Loan Administra- 
tor (Jones) listened with a be 
nign ear to the plan that the eco- 
nomic adviser (Feis) outlined, but 
he showed no eagerness to restrict 
his own sphere of power by giving 
any promise to the zealous visitor.

Disputes Nebraska Utopia 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I question a few of the statements in 
William F. Swindler’s article in last 
Sunday's Post-Dispatch on Nebraska's 
unicameral Legislature. | 

He uses the cost of the session alone 
in arriving at savings. He does not 
include the continuing cost of year- 
round employes on the unicameral pay- 
roll. The actual dollar saving of 10 
years of unicameralism as compared 
with 10 years of bicameral is less than 
$50 000 instead of the $500,000 as stated. 

Comparative cost of state government 
has risen 38 per cent under the uni- 
cameral, whereas it was reduced 30 
per cent within the same period of time 
under the bicameral. How can a rise 
in cash from $11,560,281 to $15,929,619 
be considered a saving? 

Mr. Swindler cites Nebraska's “pay- 
as-you-go” plan as a distinct accom- 
plishment. The way this plan actually 
operates is to make the appropriations 
and then assess general property at 
whatever rate is necessary to make up 
the difference between the total appro- 
priated and the estimate of all other 
revenues. 

James E. Lawrence, editor of the 
Lincoln Star cites the questioning of 
members as to their stand on a $1,000,- 
000 transfer of old-age pension funds 
to the general fund as evidence of the 
“spotlight under which legislative action 
is carried on.” He did not explain that 
this “spotlight” was turned on after 
the transfer was made, or that. 30 of 
the 43 members (who claim to operate 
in a goldfish bowl) denied any knowl- 
edge that the provision was contained 
in the bill they voted for. No one 
knew it was proposed until after the 
bill was signed, 

In the columns of Mr. Lawrence’s 
own paper will be found news items 
and editorial comment which are at 
variance with the claims of any out- 
standing accomplishment by the Ne- 
braska unicameral Legislature,

Hazardous Art Hill 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Sunday afternoon I, like many others, 
went to Forest Park to watch the sleigh 
riding and skiing by children and others. 
What I saw made my hair stand straight 
up. I must have looked like a scared 
porcupine. 

The children certainly were enjoying 
themselves on Art Hill. Yet I thought, 
how do they keep from being seriously 
injured? I wondered why many did not 
leave with broken arms, legs or backs 
after being subject to the ride down 
and the walk back up the hill. 

I realize all children take chances, 
they love the ride and the thrill that 
goes with it. I feel that some measure 
of safety should be taken to prevent se- 
rious injury to them. For example, 
while I was there four went over the 
wall around the lake, about a three- 
foot drop. Many were turned head over 
heels by all types of sleds—bobs, sheets 
of metal, boards or anything that would 
slide. The cross-traffic was very bad. 

Perhaps ways and means to prevent 
{injury to these children can be found. 
Possibly the city could look into this. 

It may be possible to spread ashes out 
from the wall of the lake to prevent 
sleds from going over and still not in- 
terfere with the ride. In addition, it 
may be possible to set out definite lanes 
for going down as there are only two or 
three direct slides, This may eliminate 
the cross-traffic and give the person 
coming up the hill a chance of being 
missed. 

I feel that a study of the conditions 
would accomplish a lot.

He was able to find a basis of compro- 
mise between the Chinese leftists and Chinese 
republicans, but as he made clear in his forthright 
statement yesterday, he was balked by the con- 
sistent refusal of Chiang Kai-shek to divest him- 
self of reactionary and anti-democratic support 
and surround himself with Chinese democratic 
liberals who are the true heirs to the tradition 
of Sun Yat-sen. 

By his experience in China, Gen Marshall has 
acquired a first-hand knowledge of international 
problems in the Far East, which will loom larger 
in the diplomatic picture in the future, as the 
foundations presumably have been laid for the 
peace treaties in Europe. Gen. Marshall’s Chi- 
nese experience may also compensate for a tend- 
ency in the State Department to center attention 
on Europe at the expense of Asia. We should 
know now that war can blow up as easily in the 
China seas as in the Balkans or on the Rhine. 

What Gen. Marshall lacks is schooling in the 
intricate art of diplomacy, but this he should be 
able to remedy in the choice of his aids. It is 
questionable whether the Secretary of State from 
now on should attend so many of the interna- 
tional conferences in person anyway. President 
Truman, unlike President Roosevelt, prefers to 
delegate the management of foreign affairs to 
the Secretary of State, and the field is so broad 
and the achievement of unified policy so complex 
that an excellent argument can be made for the 
Secretary to exert control from the State Build- 
ing in Washington. 

Aside from foreign affairs the appointment’ is 
an astute one. Gen. Marshall has so long fol- 
lowed the military prescription of political neu- 
trality that he is, to the Republican majority in 
Congress, more acceptable than was Secretary 
Byrnes as next in the line of succession to the 
presidency. If deliberation over a new presiden- 
tial succession law should degenerate into fruit- 
less squabble—a thing which should not be per- 
mitted to happen—the nation is assured an ac- 
ceptable “vice-president” for the time being. 

Gen. Marshall will be in effect, as Secretary 
Byrnes was, vice president charged with the ad- 
ministration of foreign affairs. As Army chief 
of staff, he showed that he possessed the demo- 
cratic instincts which should be a prerequisite 
for either position. The American Army in World 
War II was, in spite of certain martinet throw- 
backs, the most democratic major army in his- 
tory. For this President Roosevelt was primari- 
ly responsible, but Gen. Marshall deserves a 
share of the credit personally. 


The consensus will be that President Truman | 


has made one of the best possible choices of a 
‘successor to Secretary Byrnes, who deserves an 
accolade as he lays down his portfolio. 
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Clean Restaurants for Clayton 

The City of Clayton is to be commended whole- 
heartedly on its vigorous grading of public eating 
places under its clean restaurants ordinance. Fol- 
“lowing a detailed investigation of conditions un- 
der direction of Dr, Curtis H. Lohr, Health Com- 
missioner, 16 g@f 33 such business establishments 
—virtually half—have been rated C or unsatis- 
factory. Thirteen were rated B and only four 


restaurants, including those at the Clayton High 


School and the Wydown Junior High School, 
were rated A. 

Proprietors of C grade establishments are per- 
mitted 30 days in which to clean up their places; 
if they have not complied in that time the city 
has the right to suspend their permits. Mean- 
time the unsatisfactory rating sticker is required 
to be maintained on the front window for the 
guidance of the public. “Private whims,” says

health.” He might have said private gain as 
well as private whims, since unclean food han- 
dling methods usually reflect profits which food 
handlers enjoy at the expense of the safety of 
their unsuspecting customers. 
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Now for the Terminal 

St. Louis has learned to discount much of the 
hullaballoo over the East Side’s anti-smoke cam- 
paign, but it can begin to count actual successes 
diesel by diesel. The new order for four oil- 
burning locomotives by the Alton &- Southern 
Railroad is a major success. 

There is a steady trend toward dieselization 
in the East Side rail yards. This is due largely 
to the solitary persistence and double-edged 
salesmanship of James L. Ford Jr., chairman of 
the Municipal Smoke Elimination Committee. 
He convinces the railroads that by replacing 
smoky steam engines with oil burners, they can 
save operating costs and render a public service. 

So in a year the Wabash, the Manufacturers’ 
Railway, the Granite City Engineers’ Depot, and 
the Alton and the Gulf, Mobile & Ohio all have 
ordered diesels. Added to that, the Alton & 
Southern’s new action represents something 
more than an order for just four oil burners. It 
encourages the prediction that this road, which 
handles more than a quarter of the East Side 
freight interchange, will dieselize completely. 

But the railroads still are the principal pro- 
ducers of cross-river smoke, and first among 
them for soot and cinders is the Terminal Rail- 
road. St. Louis finds this hard to excuse, be-

cause the Terminal turned to oil engines in this 
city, and admitted that it paid. 

When will the Terminal Railroad fall in line 
on the East Side? 
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Usurpation at the Airport 

The Federal Government should get off Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field. The continued encroach- 
ment of Federal agencies has exhausted the 
city’s patience, as the report of a committee of 
the Airport Commission shows, St. Louisans 
hope there can be a constructive settlement 
with Washington, but in any case the squeeze- 
play must end. The airport is ours. 

This is an astonishing story from the investi- 
gating committee. In some cities, where the 
Federal Government was forced to build mili- 
tary airports, it later made virtual gifts of them 
to the municipalities. In St. Louis, the city 
granted the Government rights to Lambert 
Field because of the war emergency, but now 
the Government wants to hold on. Has the city’s 
patriotism backfired? 

From 1940 to 1942, the city issued three leases 
of airport land to the Government. One was 
for construction: of the Curtiss-Wright plant for 
the Army. Another was for a Naval Training 
Station. The third was for an Army Air Trans- 
port Command depot. Charges for these leases 
were nominal—in the last case only $1 a year. 

Now what? Now the Army Engineers are said 
to want to peddle their rights to the depot to 
some other agency. The Navy is hanging on to 
its training station, although the city charges 
that naval flights are a hazard to our growing 
commercial operations. As for the Curtiss- 
Wright plant, there has been dickering and buck- 
passing and legalistic mumbo-jumbo, but the 
Government still holds on. 

When the Army was through with that plant, 
the city hoped to take it over. It was on city 
ground; other cities had been given similar 
federal projects. Moreover, the city charges 
that federal use of Lambert Field has run up 
$6.514,210 in damages. 

Instead, the Navy stepped in when the Army 
departed. It turned the plant over to McDon- 
nell Aircraft Corp. for a dollar a year, So the 
city got busy. What the city wanted was the 
plant, or at least use of the highway area for 
sheltering and servicing big airline planes. This 
was necessary, the city felt, to permit airlines 
to begin major flights here, instead of regarding 
St. Louis as just a stopover. 

The report describes months of a round-robin 
with Washington. The Navy thought it might 
declare the Curtiss-Wright property surplus, but 
the War Assets Administration rejected the 
Navy’s terms. The Reconstruction Finance 
Corp., acting for the Navy, made offers of rental 
or lease, reversing itself each time. One WAA 
official lectured Mayor Kaufmann on patriotism. 

Yet the public will also hope for a rational 
agreement, The St. Louis area wishes to be 
hospitable to the military aviation services with- 
in reason. If Washington wants to establish air 
bases here, it may do so, and has the money to 
do so, without hobbling our only major airport. 

As for the McDonnell Aircraft Corp., it is 
caught in the middle. The city accuses the Navy 
of rewarding McDonnell at the city’s expense. 
Since McDonnell is engaged in work which is 
a public service, some means should ‘be found 
for’ permitting the company to continue, but not 
at the city’s expense. 

Meanwhile the dispute with Washington must 
not interfere with the city’s airport planning. 
There should be no delay in carrying out the 
committee’s proposal to give the city a responsi- 
ble, undivided aviation authority. 
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For Quick Slum Removal Action 

It is good news to read the prediction of 
Speaker-elect Thompson of the, Missouri House, 
that the State Legislature which convenes to- 
day, will speedily pass the low-cost slum clear- 
ance bill for St. Louis, Kansas City and St. Jo- 
seph. Nothing that is done anywhere else on 
the housing front will take the place of slum 
clearance, That is a fundamental step in any 
substantial housing program for St. Louis. The 
needed legislation would have passed in the last 
session except for a handful of absentees, Speak- 
er-elect Thompson, who is an outstate Repre- 
sentative from Webster County, shows he recog- 
nizeg an urgent requirement of the three largest 
cities of the State when he says of the bill: “It’s 
— needed,”

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Election Clean-Up in East St. Louis? 


Citizens of East St. Louis will not need to 
wait until the end of the trial of their indicted 
Mayor and Commissioners in order to pass judg- 
ment on these discredited officials. Petitions 
have been filed putting the City Hall slate onto 
the ballot for the municipal primary, Feb. 11. 
Should the Connors ticket win nomination— 
two candidates will be named for Mayor and 
eight for the four posts as Commissioner—the 
slate then will stand for re-election, April 1. 

Will the upstanding citizens of East St. Louis, 
who have every just cause to resent the present 
stigma on their city’s name, make the most of 
the opportunity which comes to them, by virtue 
of the election. calendar, so soon after the 
gambling indictments? Will the Veterans’ Politi- 
cal Association of East St. Louis, which was or- 
ganized last summer—months before the public- 
spirited grand jury met—and other civic groups 
make themselves effective against the discredited 
city administration? 

Only the people of East St. Louis can answer. 
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That “Missouri Compromise” 

The quarrel over return of the United States 
Employment Service to the State is over. Origi- 
nally Secretary of Labor Schwellenbach refused 
to approve pay cuts and reclassifications pro- 
posed for the Service under State control. Gov. 
Donnelly insisted that these adjustments were 
necessary to fit the merit system, as required 
by Missouri’s Constitution. During the sharp 
exchange between Jefferson City and Washing- 
ton, the employment service was left without 
federal funds, and its personnel was demoralized. 

But the Government finally has agreed to 
finance the service for the State. The radical 
pay adjustments will be tentative and subject to 
review by the Missouri Merit System Council, 
with a federal representative participating. One 
official says this might be called the “Missouri 
compromise.” If so, it is welcome, But Gov. 
Donnelly has won his major point. 3

England’s Gentlemanly Strikes

London hotel strikers observed a “docile sort of calm” and picketing 
was a farce, correspondent says; while some unionists think belliger- 
ency would show more results, most respect law and order and idea 
of slow progress; yet union movement in Britain is very strong.

Manifestations of British national tem- 
perament and tradition are seldom more 
obvious than during a labor-management 
dispute. Aggressive union leaders in the 
United States would regard the efforts of 
strikers who were involved in the London 
West End hotel strike-as puerile, vacillat- 
ing and weak-kneed. 


Arthur Lewis, Labor member of Parlia- 
ment and organizer for the union which 
was engaged in the dispute, and representa- 
tives of the management flung strong lan- 
guage at one another, it is true, but the 
strikers themselves maintained a docile sort 
of calm, 


Picketing here is a farce, compared to 
hard-hitting American standards. At times 
during the day no pickets were in sight in 
front of the struck luxury hotels. The 
pickets had no qualms whatsoever about 
leaving their posts to pick up a cup of tea 
or a pint of bitters, 


Ban on Mass Picketing 


There is a law in Britain against “mass 
picketing,” which is considered to be “an 
incitement to public disorder.” More pow- 
erful than this statute, however, is the tra- 
dition of trade unionism which bars this 
same type of worker protest. 

Union leaders swear by this code of the 
union; the workers adhere to it faithfully, 
but occasionally grumble about it. 

“We've got to hand it to you people over 
there,” one picket outside the Berkeley Ho- 
tel said. “When you strike, you strike. 
That’s the way to get things done, all 
right.” 

Asked why picketing was carried on in 
such a low-geared temper, this striker re- 
plied: “We don’t want no violence, you 
know. Things have to be kept orderly and 
tidy. We don’t want no trouble.” 


A Trades Union Congress official points 
out that deeply imbedded in every British 
worker is a tremendous respect for the law 
and peaceful procedure. This same descrip- 
tion, of: course, has been applied many 
times to the whole of the British people; 
they are extremely proud of it. 

This enveloping respect for law goes 
hand in hand with an almost blind regard 
for British justice. As an example, a killer 
recently was sentenced in a London court 
to hang for his misdeed. Asked if he had 
anything to say after sentence was passed, 
he replied: “I should like to thank the 
court and say that I have had a fair trial, 
but I am innocent.” 


Defeat for an Extremist 


At a mass meeting df the hotel strikers 
a British labor revolutionary was heard, 
He shocked his listeners by interrupting 
the speakers and demanded that excessive 
measures be taken to end the walkout in 
victory for the workers, 

But the extremist continued his one-man 
campaign for swift action. He shouted: 
“String those managers up. Smash ‘em. 
Smash ’em.” A gray-haired, motherly type 
of woman, probably a hotel chambermaid, 
hit him over the head with her thick black 
pocketbook, He seemed to realize he had 
gone too far, so he kept quiet after that. 

The British people, on the whole, are very 
self-satisfied about their methods of han- 
dling labor disputes. Rightly or wrongly, 
they would never tolerate some of the 


American methods, They agree with the 
following editorial comment on the peace- 
fulness of the hotel strike appearing in 
the Evening News: 


“One reflects that in spite of all their 
troubles, Britain does not compare so badly 
with other lands. A ‘gentle’ strike has its 
compensations; and in this one, the nearest 
to toughness was the suggestion, ‘Let the 
Duchess cook her own kippers,’” 


Troops Are a Red Flag 


This does not mean that the average 
British worker is a namby-pamby type, 
without courage and apparent resentment 
towards what he considers unfair treat- 
ment, but he is steeped in the tradition of 
the British labor movement in addition to 
the slow, evolutionary processes of the 
greater over-all national temperament. 


As a T.U.C. official points out pridefully, 
even Britain’s sweeping general strike in 
1926 remained unusually calm, despite pro- 
vocative acts by strikebreakers and the 
Government, which called in troops to han- 
dle certain emergency services. Not since 
before the First World War, this official 
recalled, has violence on an appreciable 
scale entered a labor dispute in this coun- 


try. 


The red flag, as far as British workers 
are concerned, he said, is the use of the 
military to maintain law and order during 
a strike, Employment of the military in 
this manner led to violence during the 
wave of strikes which hit Britain in the 
years 1910 to 1914, 


Has Orderliness Paid? 


The civil authorities here represented to 
the strikers their orderly Britain, while 
the armed soldiers stand for something 
foreign—coercion and despotism, Against 
the latter, he will swing a club as hard as 
anyone else. But the London bobby can 
push him gently this way and that way in 
a strike. 


The question arises whether the employ- 
ers of Britain have been trading on these 
national characteristics of their workmen, 
this reluctance to deal in pyrotechnics in 
handling labor issues. It certainly has 
made things easier for union leaders, be- 
cause they, too, represent authority to the 
workers. 

The trade union movement in Britain 
is essentially stronger than that of the 
United States, in that it has greater co- 
hesion and organization, but whether this 
stronger movement has gained greater ad- 
vantages for the British workmen as com- 
pared with their American colleagues is 
another point. 

Some unionists here are saying it is re- 
sults that count and agree that a certain 
degree of what might be termed belliger- 
ency on the part of strikers pays dividends 
and that British labor is delinquent in this 
regard,

A Complacent Editor 


THE HAPPY PROFESSION, by Ellery Sedgwick. (Little, 

Brown & Co, Bosfon.) 

Mr. Sedgwick is a complacent man, and 
there is reason for his complacency. His ca- 
reer as editor has been an unbroken series 
of successes, from the time when he lifted 
“Leslie’s Monthly” out of its financial leth- 
argy and made it a salable journalistic 
property, until he retired from the editor- 
ship of the Atlantic Monthly, an old and 
respectable magazine which he had bought 
when it was losing money and, again, had 
made into a valuable property. 

Even a complacent man may write an en- 
tertaining book, Mr, Sedgwick’s gossipy 
reminiscences are entertaining. His long 
life has given him, in addition to worldly 
success, hundreds of anecdotes, not all of 
them having to do with journalism. Yet 
anyone who is interested in American jour- 
nalism from the time of the famous “muck- 
rakers” to the present, will read Mr. Sedg- 
wick’s stories with considerable pleasure. 

Complacency palls, however, and when 
Mr. Sedgwick ceases to tell stories, he be- 
comes very complacent indeed. There are 
worse things than being satisfied with your- 
self. One of these, of which Mr. Sedgwick 
is unfortunately guilty, is being satisfied 
with the status quo. 

But in spite of this he is undoubtedly a 
very charming gentleman.

Man o' War 
has an autograph collection of 1,323,000 
people who have visited him at Faraway 
Farms and have signed their names in his 
guest book,

N preparing his message on the State of the Union, President 
Truman recognized that he was in a spot. He would face a 


if not hostile; a Republican Con- 


gress looking to final victory in 1948. 


There were two choices. He 
could write a spirited, fighting 
message reaffirming the objec- 
tives of his predecessor. Or he 
could make the best of a difficult 
situation in words of caution and 
compromise. 


“Wistful Hope.” 


Given the President's tempera- 
ment and background, the latter 
choice was inevitable. His speec# 
before Congress had a curiously 
dry, academic sound. He was say- 
ing to the powerful opposition in 
the legislative branch of the Gov- 
ernment, “I'll be good if you'll be 
good.” Behind the earnest, unin- 
spired phraseology was a wistful 
hope. : 

The speech was academic be- 
cause his recommendations are 
doomed to be ignored. The most 
detailed section of the message 
dealt with recommendations for 
improving collective bargaining 
and for bettering the relationships 
betweer management and labor. 
One recommendation was for a 
commission, to be named jointly 
by Congress and the President, 
which would study thesé prob- 
lems and, not later than March 
15, suggest steps to be taken. 


But Senator Robert A. Taft of 
Ohio, the man who will really run 
the Senate during the coming year, 
has already made his labor recom- 
mendations through a small policy 
group that includes Senator 
Joseph H. Ball of Minnesota and 
Senator H. Alexander Smith of 
New Jersey. After brief hearings, 
a stiffer version of the Case bill 
will be passed and sent to the 
White House. When that happens, 
the President will have a really 
difficult decision to make. 


Collision on Taxes. , 


The President’s recommenda- 
tions for social and economic 
legislation were phrased in gen- 
eral terms. He is for vigorous 
enforcement of the * anti-trust 
laws. He is for broadening the 
immigration laws to admit more 
homeless and displaced persons 
from Europe. He is for a bill 
providing adequate medical care 
“to all who need it, not as charity 
but oa the basis of payments made 
by the beneficiaries of the pro- 
gram.” 

Where he comes nearest to col- 
liding with the Republicans is in 
the two paragraphs on fiscal 
policy. While he does not put it 


makes it plain he is against any 
tax cuts. He goes ,further and 
wisely urges that the wartime 
excise taxes due to expire June 
30 be continued through the com- 
ing fiscal year. 


The lamest section of the mes- 
sage deals with housing. The 
President talks about an “aggres- 
sive’ program as though he him- 
self had not scuttled the controls 
that might have made low-cost 
vetefans’ housing possible. 

In reality, the situation Presi- 
dent Truman faced a year ago and 
the situation he faces now are 
not so different. 


A year ago, he delivered a long 
message, wrapping up the budget 
and the State of the Union in one 
package. In that message of 
January, 1946, he made 21 recom- 
mendations for specific legislation. 
As he was careful to point out, 
most of those same recommenda- 
tions had been made before. 


End of a Fraud. 


Now look back at the record of 
the year just ended. With minor 
piecemeal exceptions, only two of 
the President’s recommendations 
Were put into law. One was the 
full-employment bill, which was 
enacted in a watered-down form. 
The other was the law providing 
civilian control for atomic -energy. 
This had tremendous backing in 
public opinion. It was ,. passed 
finally, thanks to the zeal of Sen- 
ators McMahon, Vandenberg and 
Milliken, and of Representative 
Thomason of Texas. 

In the light of this record, with 
supposedly Democratic majorities 
in both houses, what happened on 
Nov. 5 was seen to be merely a 
confirmation of a condition that 
already existed. The Republican 
victory ended a fraud and decep- 
tion. 


We can see now very clearly, 
that the responsibility in the next 
two years will be a Republican 
responsibility. In the words of the 
prayer book, for those things left 
undone and for those things that 
ought not to have been done, 
blame will rest on the G.O.P. 
Likewise the credit for construc- 
tive steps will go to the party in 
power in the legislature. We have 
a Republican Government.

The Economic Trend. 


First, consider the economic 
trend.

In this game, if we understand 
it, we have several trumps: our 
vast potential military power, our 
example as a going concern with 
high living standards, our domes- 
tic liberties. But even these strong 
cards will not be enough unless 
we play them. Our military power 
will be irresistible only if it is 
used for the protection of man- 
kind, Our living standard will 
keep us strong to the extent to’ 


which we raise the standards of 


others. Even our freedom must 
become an article of exportation 
to survive. 


Our choice is not between ac- 
ceptance or refusal of One World. 
It is between seeking solutions 
through the UN (collective legal- 
ity) or seeking them nationally by 
arbitrary power. 


Isolated Colossus. 


If we choose the first, we shall 
have the better part of mankind 
with us. If the second, we shall 
become an isolated colossus, hated 
and ultimately overthrown. 

Do the triumphant Republicans 
know this? Among them are some 
of our most far-sighted citizens. 
But will they be heard? 

The Republican party’s begin- 
ning was disappointing. Of the 
three new choices for the all-im- 
portant Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, only one, Smith of 
New Jersey, is completely satisfac- 
tory. Lodge of Massachusetts, back 
from the war allegedly a changed 
man, is an open question. Hicken- 
looper of Iowa shown no signs of 
outgrowing his original provincial- 
ism. Wayne Morse of Oregon, the 
best candidate of the lot, was con- 
spicuously passed over. 

Do the Republicans know what 
they are doing? If they remain 
provincial, they can paralyze world 
reconstruction, lose our Allies, and 
thereby build Russia into the dom- 
inant power. If they drift into im- 
perialism, they will set the stage 
for the next war. 
the mistake of believing that the 
real issue is “private initiative,” 
they can wreck the world.

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NEW STRING QUARTET 
GIVES FIRST CONCERT 


Enthusiastic Approval 
Chamber Music Ensemble 
Given by Audience.

HE newly organized St. Louis 
T string Quartet gave its first 
™ concert last night at the 
Wednesday Club auditorium in an 
atmosphere of enthusiastic ap- 
proval. A perceptible bond was 
established between players and 
audience with the first few meas- 
ures of the Shostakovitch Quartet 
and the whole program had a 
spirit of intimate and sometimes 
profound communication. 


The quartet now, consists of 
Harry Farbman, firs violin; Rena 
Robbins, second violin; Herbert 
Van Den Burg, viola and Edgar 
Lustgarten, cello, They were as- 
sisted by Abraham Skernick, who 
played the second viola in Mo- 
zart’s G-minor Quintet and Edith 
Schiller, pianist in the Brahms G- 
minor piano Quartet. Miss Rob- 
bins and Mr. Lustgarten are new- 
comers to the ensemble. Both 
showed ,themselves to be finely 
schooled chamber musicians as 
well as superior individual per- 
formers with all the necessary 
qualities of precision, control and 
beautifully produced sound, 


The closely knit character of 
the ensemble was gratifying and— 
considering the short time it has 
ben in existence—surprising. Unity 
of purpose always was manifest in 
the way the line was passed from 
one to the other, that is to say 
with unbroken continuity of 
thought as well as sound. 


The nature of the program also 
contributed an important part in 
maintaining a sustained interest. 
In itself it had contrast, form and 
greatness. 


Beginning with the Shostako- 
vitch Quartet, which was muc 
less brash than most of his music 
in the larger forms, it proceeded 
to the Mozart G-minor Quintet, 
one of the monuments of western 
music and a drastic test for the 
perceptiveness of all who attempt 
to play it. The performance was 
worthy of the music. Though kept 
within a discreet range of dynam- 
ics, the differentiations of shading 
were such as to encompass the 
full variety of meaning. The 
steady rise of emotion was carried 
through from the high tragedy of 
the first movement until the 
breaking point of tension was 
reached in the second adagio. The 
concluding rondo, though beautiful 
in itself, is an evasion of the is- 
sue. It was played gracefully and 
incisively. 


Edith Schiller’s piano playing 
was the feature of the Brahms 
Quartet, which began in a moody 
northern twilight and ended with 
a gypsy rondo. Miss Schiller’s fa- 
cility with fast moving passages 
and tricky rhythms was equaled 
in effectiveness by «plasticity in 
the more expressive’ parts and it 
was all kept within the framework 
of the enemble, both precisively 
and dynamically. The Brahms 
Quartet is not without its inspira- 
tional lapses, despite its inventive- 
ness and its lofty. aspirations. But 
if the interest droops, it is soon 
picked up again. The spirited na- 
ture of the performance assisted 
this process. 


The St. Louis String Quartet 
will present two more programs 
at the Wednesday Club auditorium 
this season and also will play in 
the Ethical Society series of cham- 
ber music concerts.

Oil Painting and Two Draw® 
ings by German Expres- 
sionist on Display. 


An oil painting and two pen- 
and-ink drawings by Max Beck- 


mann, German expressionist, have 
been acquired by the City Art 
Museum. The works are on dis- 
play in the recent accessions gal- 
lery. 

The oil, “Four Men by the Sea,” 
is a large canvas in which figures 
bound together by some mystical 
relationship are projected against 
a background of time and space. 
The drawings, “Father Christmas” 
and “The Fishermen,” appear to 
convey allegorical criticism of the 
world’s foibles.

HENRY POPE SR. DES: 
ADED POLIO PATIENTS 


Co-Founder With Roosevelt 
of Warm Springs—Wife 
a St. Louisan. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 8 (AP)—Henry 
Pope Sr., hosiery and textile ma- 
chinery manufacturer who with 
the late President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt founded the Warm 
Springs Foundation, died yester- 
day. He was 78 years old. 

Pope, who was chairman of the 


board of. the Bear Brand Hosiery 
Co, and president of the Para- 
mount Textile Machinery Co, of 
Kankakee, contributed much of 
the land on which the Warm 
Springs Foundation for the treat- 
ment of infantile paralysis now 
stands. He served as vice presi- 
dent and trustee of the foundation 
until last March 8 when he re- 
signed because of ill health. 

Pope was regarded as the lay 
originator of the hot water treat- 
ment for infantile paralysis and 
in 1923 in co-operation with the 
Visiting Nurse Association and 
t h e Northwestern University 
Clinic, made possible the tank 
treatment of infantile paralysis 
victims. 

In 1934 Pope created the Pope 
Foundation, a nonprofit organiza- 
tion for the alleviation of human 
suffering and disease. He is sur- 
vived by his wife, the former 
Adele Prufrock of St. Louis, three 
sons and a daughter.

Provide More Funds 
for Schools. 


A blanket 20 per cent increase 
in the assessed valuation of real 
and personal property in St. Louis 
county, to provide increased in- 
come for public schools, was re- 
quested by a committee of the St. 
Louis County Conference of School 
Board Members and Superintend- 
ents, appearing before the County 
Court today. 

The three members of the court, 
or county administrative body, 
comprise a majority of the Board 
of Equalization, which would have 
authority to impose such an in- 
crease. Other members of the 


Board of Equalization are the As- 
sessor, who also has power to in- 
crease valuations, and the Sur- 
veyor. : 

John L. Bracken, superintendent 
of Clayton schools and a spokes- 
man for the organization of 
schools, told the court that, un- 
less. the over-ali valuation were 
increased, drastic increases in tax 
levies would be required—in some 
districts as much as $1 on the 
$100 of assessed valuation. School 
authorities feel that voters would 
not approve such large increases 
in tax levies, Bracken added. 

Principal rise in school operat- 
ing costs is in teachers’ salaries, 
which are still too low, despite in- 
creases in tax levies in some dis- 
tricts approved by voters last 
April, Bracken said. 

He called att ntion to national 
discussion of the low scale of 
teachers’ pay and to the fact that 
350,000 teachers have left the pro- 
fession since 1941, 

Erwin Tzinberg, attorney repre- 
senting the conference, told the 
court the recent great increases in 
dollar value of real estate should 
be reflected in assessed valuations. 
He added that the conference was 
supporting a proposed amendment 
to the state motor vehicle law to 
require applicants for automobile 
licenses to present personal and 
real property tax receipts as a 
prerequisite to obtaining licenses. 

Members of the court told the 
committee to have the various 
school districts submit written re- 
quests for the valuation increase, 
which could then be taken up by 
the Board of Equalization. 

Total real and personal property | 
assessed valuation in the county is 
$354,901,140 as of Jan. 1, 1946. A 
20 per cent increase would add 
about $71,000,000 to the valuation, 
and would increase school taxes 
in the aggregcte, from half a 
million to a million dollars. Sub- 
stantial increases also woud ac- 
crue to the county, city and state 
treasuries.

Dr. Crane, could you help teach Americans that 
bankers are simply custodians of the money of their depositors, 
and not a financial Santa Claus? We can’t lend money just 
because an applicant has a need for cash, yet many people 
grow incensed and think we are unfair if we deny them loans.”

MAYBE IT WOULD BE an excellent idea if the arithmetic 
teachers in grammar school explained the fact that banking is 
an applied form of mathematical science.

Suppose you have some 
collateral or real estate to put up against the proposed loan. 
Bankers don’t dare lend you the present face value of your 
collateral.

ROM the information I obtain 
F from oyster haters, it seems 

their dislike is due to the 
slippery quality of the oysters 
and not to their flavor, If this 
be true and I’m inclined to believe 
it is, then oysters need to be 


finely chopped or ground up be-. 


fore they are combined with other 
ingredients. This leads to the 
question of a practical method for 
getting them into this finely di- 
vided state. Because they retain 
so much liquid even after drain- 
ing, they can’t be chopped like 
nuts on an ordinary chopping 
board. There is too much loss of 
liquid. They can be chopped, 
however, very satisfactorily in a 
small old-time chopping bow! and 
using a chopping knife with 
double blades with slightly con- 
vex edges. An equally satisfactory 
way is to drain them as much 
as possible and put them through 
a food grinder. Two bowls are 
required—one to catch the ground 
oysters and the other the juice 
which is almost sure to drip out 
below handle of grinder. Not a 
drop of the oyster juice should be 
wasted because it has both good 
flavor and food value.

added to either commercial 
canned or to good homemade 
chicken soup and _ thoroughly 
heated and simply seasoned, the 
effect is most gratifying because 
the flavors of oysters and chicken 
are most compatible.

“Dead Letter” Law 
The characterization “dead let- 
ter” is of Scriptural inspiration, 
having been introduced into Eng- 
lish by way of translations of the 
Bible. In Romans VII:6 for ex- 
ample, it is written: 

“But now we are delivered 
from the law, that being dead 
wherein we were held; that we 
should serve in newness of 
spirit, and not in the oldness of 
the letter.” 

Also, in 2 Corinthians 111:6: 

“Who also hath made us able 
ministers of the New ‘Testa- 
ment; not of the letter but of 
the spirit, for the letter killeth 
but the spirit giveth life.’ 

The earliest English usage of 


“dead letter” was probably not so 


much with reference to a specific 
statute which had become in- 
operative, as to writings generally 
which were not to be taken lit- 
early. In 1579 a person was called 
a dog for labelling the Testaments 
“dead letters.” It was not until 
the i7th century that the ex- 
pression began to identify es- 
pecially, and then more or less 
exclusively, an ordinance or other 
provision which had become obso- 
lete because of disuse.

NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

HEN -I was up at Hyde Park 
Wore the holidays, I had a 

talk with George Palmer, the 
superintendent of our old home 
and also of the Government-owned 
Frederick Vanderbilt estate at 
Hyde Park. He told me that on 
the Sunday before Labor day the 
visitors on our grounds had ex- 
ceeded by several hundred the 
visitors at Mount Vernon on the 
biggest day in September, which 
was Labor day. However, com- 
paratively few people take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to 
visit also the Vanderbilt estate 
and the Ogden Mills estate when 
in that neighborhood, 


The Ogden Mills estate, which 
was given to the state of New 
York as a memorial, is an old 
Livingston place. The house and 
grounds are beautiful, and ‘it 
seems a great pity that they are 
not visited by great numbers of 
people both for historic reasons and 
for the: mere beauty of the place, 


MUCH OF THE LAND on the 
Hudson river was owned originally 
by the famous Livingston family, 
which was closely tied to the his- 
tory and development of that part 
of the state and even of the nation. 
Chancellor Robert R. Livingston, 
whose house at Tivoli, N, Y., is 
still occupied by his descendants, 
administered the oath of office to 
George Washington. His brother, 
Edward P. Livingston, also a well- 
known and respected citizen, was 
a lawyer and wrote a famous code 
of law for Louisiana. 

The Frederick Vanderbilt house 
has none of the historic interest 
of the Mills house, but it was 
accepted by the United States Gov- 


ernment as an example of a home 
of the millionaire period in this 
country, and it is undoubtedly a 
priceless example of that period, 
It is an enlarged copy of the Petit 
Trianon of Marie Antoinette fame, 
In itself it is very beautiful, even 
though I have never thought that 
it exactly fitted the Hudson river 
landscape, 


Mrs. Frederick Vanderbilt, who 
presided over it for many years, 
had a passion for bows and, with 
her own hands, used to decerate 
every bathroom with bows tied on 
everything in sight. Her bed must 
once have been used by a queen, 
for there is a railing all around 
it and a “prie-dieu” at the side. 
I can remember one occasion when 
my mother-in-law, going to see 
Mrs. Vanderbilt when she was ill, 
was very much impressed by her 
beautiful black satin sheets, which 
enhanced the beauty of her white 
skin and of her pearls, 


om * . 

THERE ARE still on the tables 
some photographs of the kings and 
queens whom Mrs, Vanderbilt 
knew in Europe, for it was the era 
of kings and queens and knowing 
them made a few of us feel more 
important. There are also photo- 
graphs of some of our own famous 
men. Mr. Vanderbilt's little study, 
which is lined with books and has 
a small fireplace, seems to me the 
one really intimate, cozy spot in 
the whole house. 

The house should be visited, for 
I doubt if anyone in this country 
will again build that kind of home. 


The Department of Interior has 
thought it worth while to preserve 
it so that our children may see 
the actual proof of a period 
through which we lived and which 
is now a matter of history.

The Dector 
On Ailment 
Of Muscles

Pp ATIENTS with the strange 


disease known as myasthenia 
gravis are quite literally “too 


tired to move.” Not only are they , 


subject to overv-helming fatigue 
but their muscles become so weak 
that it is often impossible for 
them to make the motions re- 
quired for chewing, swallowing or 
talking. 

The exact cause of this disorder 
is not known but it is thought to 
be due to some damage to nerve- 
muscle connections, brought on 


‘ perhaps by some such infections 


as grippe or inflammation of the 
brain, Other authorities have sug- 
gested that it might occur as a re- 
sult of some kidney or liver 
disease, which by preventing 
proper eliminatién of body wastes 
allows them to poison the nerves.

~ HOWEVER THIS MAY be, the 


disease is usually a slow worker,’ 


coming on gradually as a rule and 
in some cases taking up to 30 
years to reach its full develop- 
ment. The fact that occasional 
cases seem to start suddenly and 
reach their peak within the short 
period of a few weeks only adds 
one more to the many puzzling 
problems myasthenia gravis pre- 
sents, 


The condition may start in any 
muscle but most frequently its 
first sign is a drooping of the 
eyelids and double vision, 

What are known as remissions 
are common, That is, from time to 
time, the patient seems to get bet- 
ter only to relapse into his former 
state after a period of improve- 
ment which may last for days, 
weeks or even months. For in- 
stance, it is often noted that the 
symptoms become less severe dur- 
ing pregnancy but worse during 
the regular monthly periods.

ACCORDING TO Dr. Antonio 
Austregesilo Jr., of Brazil, modern 
treatment for myasthenia gravis 
has made the outlook for the pa- 
tients much more favorable. The 
most important element in the 
treatment is the use of a drug 
known as neostigmine. It is given 
by injections under the skin two 
or more times a day together with 
another drug known as atropine. 
Some physicians prefer giving the 
preparation by mouth. The in- 
jected drug produces its effects, 
such as increased muscle strength 
within thirty minutes, and lasts 
for from six to eight hours. 

Other drugs which have been 
used with benefit are physostig- 
mine, ephedrine and benzedrine, 
Dr. Austregesilo has found that 
treatment with vitamins B-1 and 
E also have proved helpful. He 
found that in one patient it even 
brought about a cure after a year. 

The patient .should have com- 
plete physical and mental rest. He 
also should have a well-balanced 
diet rich in vitamins B-1 and E. 
In some instances, it is found that 
there is an enlargement of the 
thymus gland which is located just 
under the top part of the breast 
bone. In such cases, treatment of 
the gland with X-ray will reduce 
its size. In somé instances the thy- 
mus gland has even been removed 
completely gurgictally. However, 
the operation is a very formidable 
one and the results have been 
rather unSatisfactory. 


Liver Loaf 
One and one-half pounds sliced 
liver, two tablespoons bacon drip-

Cook liver in bacon drippings 
for five minutes, Grind liver and 
combine with remaining ingredi- 
ents, with the exception of the 
bacon strips, Turn into a loaf pan. 
Place bacon strips on top. Bake 
for one hour in a moderate oven, 


Potato Scallop 


Four large potatoes, two table- 
spoons flour, one and one-half tea- 
spoons salt, pepper, two table- 
spoons butter or margarine, two 
cups hot milk. 

Peel and slice potatoes. Com- 
bine salt, pepper and flour. Layer 
a casserole dish with potato slices, 
then sprinkle with combined flour 
mixture, Dot with butter or mar- 
garine. Continue layering until 
all ingredients are used up. Pour 
in the milk. Bake for one hour in 
a moderate oven. All more milk 
if potatoes get dry.

‘Man Still Capable of Noble Purpose’ 


Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, Famous 
Suffragette Who Will Be 88 Tomorrow, 
Views Chaotic Postwar World With 
Tolerant and Tempered Optimism

NEW ROCHELLE, N.Y., Jan. 8. 


S she stands on the thresh- 
A old qf her 88th birthday 

anniversary tomorrow, Mrs, 
Carrie Chapman Catt views this 
chaotic postwar world with toler- 
ant and tempered optimism. 

Rich in years and wisdom, this 
militant crusader for woman suf- 
frage and world peace is not dis- 
appointed that where these things 
have been achieved they have not 
transformed the world into an 
earthly paradise. Rather, she is 
pleased that both still shine forth 
like good deeds in a naughty 
world, 

Her step a bit slowed by time 
but her flashing mental vigor un- 
impaired, Mrs. Catt today reaf- 
firmed her faith that “man is 
capable of noble purpose”, despite 
the two world wars and lesser 
wars through which she has lived. 
Born just before the Civil War en- 
gulfed the United States, Mrs. 
fatt is certain the world has con- 
stantly moved forward ‘ through- 
out her lifetime. 


As she sat in her big, comfort- 
able home in New Rochelle, the 
snow beyond the windows no 
whiter than her hair, Mrs. Catt 
insisted that this interview be 
about the present and the future, 
not the past. She said: 


“When I look over the progress 
made in my lifetime, I am certain 
that it will continue at an even 
more accelerated pace in the fu- 
ture. One of the greatest things 
my 88 years have taught me is to 
expect even greater things of the 
next 88 years.” 

Mrs, Catt has lived to see man 
crack the atom and mold it thto a 
dread weapon. But she regards 
this discovery as “small change” 
compared with another discovery 
made within her lifetime: The 
formulation of the theory and 
laws of evolution by Darwin.

“The progress of the world has 
come through the establishment of 
reforms. Such reforms have de- 
volved through many centuries, 
slowly, painfully and never with 
the complete conversion of every 
citizen in every nation. 
“Germany started the war be- 
cause she was behind the times 
politically, and the entire world 
has to suffer for it. Its thinking 
is what makes a nation or its peo- 
ple lag behind the times, Dictator- 
ships and totalitarian regimes to-

day are behind the time in which 
they exist, 

“Once upon a time, the world 
thought the danger of war lay in 
the dictatorship of kings and em- 
perors. But ‘the world is fast rid- 
ding itself of kings and emperors. 
Today, some people look to Com- 
munism as‘a substitute for the 
vanishing kings. But no Commu- 
nistic government can be con- 
ducted without a dictatorship. 

“Not only do nations themselves 
lag behind the times, but every 
nation in the world contains 
groups of citizens whose thinking 
can only be accounted for by a 
time lag.” 

Mrs. Catt’s beautiful home still 
is the world mecca of suffragists 
and peace advocates from every 
clime. She goes out very little 
now—“you must remember I am 
88," she says smilingly—but the 
world comes to her. A game of 
gin rummy before bed is her only

Hoyever, she will come into New 
City tomorrow to attend a 
public dinner in her honor given 
by 80 American leaders for inter- 
national peace at the Roosevelt 
hotel. Eleanor Roosevelt will be 
among the speakers. 

Mrs, Catt is too wise to believe 
that world peace may not be shat- 
tered again, and at any moment. 
She said: 

“I realize that war is so old, so 
universal and so well organized 
that it will be a long time dying. 
Every small nation and every 
country today that wants to live a 
peaceful existence is frightened of 
the possibility of what may hap-

But its failure, if it fails, will 
not be due to such weaknesses, 
which can be amended and 
strengthened, but to the basic na- 
ture of the peoples and nations 
which compose it.” 

Unless the world veers away 
from war, Mrs. Catt foresees a 
world conflagration between the 
darker vs. the lighter races, 

She said: 

“Asia is seething. She is going 
to rise up and redeem herself. She 
will do it. by war, unless we can 
stop wars. It can be done by edu- 
cation, but only if we can rule out 
war,’

Caulking Your House.

Perhaps somebody had once 
told South to draw trumps early 
and often.’ At any rate, South 
proceeded to lead out two more 
rounds of trumps, exhausting 
those held by the enemy—and 
leaving only one trump in the 
dummy. Then he counted tricks, 
and discovered that he would 
need a heart trick for his con- 
tract. When he led a heart, East 
won and returned a club, forcing 
dummy to ruff with its last trump. 
Later on, when West gained the 
lead with his ace of hearts, he 
was able to cash a club trick to 
\defeat the contract, 

Clearly, South had hurt himself 
more than the enemy by drawing 
the trumps so quickly. He should 
have led a heart immediately 
after winning the club ace. East 
might win and return a_ club, 
forcing dummy to ruff, but that 
would still leave dummy with two 
trumps. One of those trumps 
could be led to the South hand to 
permit another heart lead toward 
dummy. The other trump would 
remain in dummy to stop West 
from leading a club when he took 
his heart ace.
